In  the  spring  of  the  current  year  an  une.Tploynient  survey  of 
the  entire  state  \Tas  undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Research 
and  Statistics  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Emergency  Relief  Board, 
This  report  on  employment  and  unemployment  in  Philadelphia  is 
the  first  of  a series  based  on  the  resiilts  of  this  survey. 

More  than  2,000  of  Philadelphia’s  white  collar  workers  spent 
fourteen  days  visiting  460,000  households  over  an  area  of  128 
square  miles  gathering  the  data  upon  which  this  report  is  based.

In  February,  approximately  876,000  persons  in  Philadelphia 
either  had  jobs  or  were  unemployed  and  seeking  work.  Of  this  total,  53.3 
per  cent,  or  467,000,  were  working  full  time;  14.1  per  cent,  or  124,000, 
were  working  part  time;  and  32,6  per  cent,  or  285,000,  were  unemployed  and 
seeking  work.  If  to  the  employables  are  added  the  unemployed  who  were  not 
seeking  work  because  of  temporary  illness,  the  total  employable  population 
becomes  878,500,  of  which  287,000  were  unemployed.  In  Tables  1 and  2 these 
persons  who  were  not  seeking  ’work  because  of  temporary  illness  are  included 
as  employable  and  unemployed,  while  in  ather  tables  in  this  report  all  per- 
sons not  seeking  work  are  arbitrarily  excluded.  Reasons  for  this  exclusion 
will  be  given  later  in  the  section  on  definitions.

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Table  1 presents  employment  conditions  in  Philadelphia  during  the 


past  five  years.  The  five  University  of  Pennsylvania  surveys  taken  during 
April  or  May  of  each  year  and  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company  survey  . 
taken  in  December,  1930,  covered  only  parts  of  the  city  while  the  United  States 
Census  of  April,  1930,  the  Special  United  States  Unemployment  Census  of 
January,  1931,  and  this  survey,  enumerated  the  entire  population  of  Philadelphia. 
It  is  significant  that  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  on  the  part  of  Government 
to  speed  up  employment,  approximately  one  third  of  the  working  population  of 
Philadelphia  was  entirely  idle  in  February  of  the  current  year  while  another 
one  seventh  had  only  part  time  employment. 

In  preparing  the  estimates  of  unemployment  in  Philadelphia  since 
1930,  the  Industrial  Research  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
has  assumed  that  the  number  of  employables  is  increasing,  whereas,  this  survey 
reveals  a decline  from  1930  to  date.  This  shrinkage  in  the  total  number  of 
employables,  although  affected  by  differences  in  definition  and  method,  is 
largely  the  result  of  a decre^.se  in  the  population.

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iJ-though  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  total  nxmber  o'f' 
employables,  the  ratio  of  employables  to  population  has  incre^Ased. 

In  1930,  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  out  of  every  thousand  persons  in 
Philadelphia  were  on  the  labor  market,  whereas,  in  1934,  the  proportion 
had  become  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  per  thousand.  The  scope  of  this 
report  does  not  permit  any  detailed  analysis  of  changes  in  either  the 
size  or  composition  of  the  population^,  but  it  is  probable  that  these 
sixteen  additional  employables  per  thousand  of  population  were  persons 
T/ho  were  seeking  work  for  the  first  time  because  other  employable  mem- 
bers of  their  families  were  out  of  work.  If  this  be  true,  industrial 
instability  is  progressively  increasing  a labor  supply  that  is  already 
far  in  excess  of  the  effective  demirnd.

In  order  that  the  results  woiold  be  comparable  with  those  of 
earlier  surveys,  the  data  were  tabulated  for  the  ten  school  districts  of 
Philadelphia.  District  1C,  northeast  Philadelphia,  had  the  smallest  per- 
centage of  unemplo^mient , 24.  B per  cent  of  the  workers  being  idle.  On  the 
other  hand,  in  District  6,  located  in  the  central  business  section  of  the 
city,  46.4  per  cent  were  unemployed.  These  are  the  extreme  cases.  Chart  1 
shows  the  percentage  for  the  ten  school  districts. 

’.'Jith  the  exception  of  District  4,  unemplojcnent  seems  to  vary 
inversely  with  the  distance  from  City  Hall.  In  an  old  city  like  Philadelphia 
the  families  that  arc  least  affected  b^?  unemplo^mient , wage  reductions,  etc., 
tend  to  move  away  from  congested  sections  toward  the  suburban  districts. 

It  is  probable  that  if  we  studied  unemplo^cnent  by  census  tracts  rather  than 
by  school  districts,  wo  would  find  unemployment  "highs'*  scattered  like  islands 
throughout  the  city.

Inspection  of  Table  4 reveals  that  the  native  v/hite  Y.orkers  fomed 
67.8  per  cent  of  the  employable  population,  71.9  per  cent  of  those  r/orking  full 
tiiae,  and  63^7  per  cent  of  the  unemployed.  The  native  colored,  on  the  other 
hand,  represented  only  13.8  per  cent  of  the  employables  but  accounted  for  20.2 
per  cent  of  the  unemployed.  One  or  both  of  the  following  factors  may  be  Icrgoly 
responsible:  either  negro  ’workers  depended  upon  employment  in  occupations  and 
industries  which  have  been  affected  most  severely  by  the  depression,  or  white 
workers  now  hold  jobs  which  wore  formerly  filled  by  negroes.  The  native  colored 
comprised  8.9  per  cent  of  the  full  time  v/orkers  and  17.2  per  cent  of  the  part 
time  workers. 

The  foreign  born  represented  18.0  per  cent  of  the  employable  population 
of  Philadelphia,  18.7  per  cent  of  the  full  time  workers,  20.5  per  cent  of  the 
part  time  workers,  and  15.7  per  cent  of  the  unemploi’-ed . It  is  interesting  that 
the  foreign  born  have  been  least  affected  by  unemployment. 

Study  of  the  porcontages  of  total  omployablcs  that  wore  unemployed, 
working  full  time,  etc.,  for  each  nativity  class,  reveals  that  47.9  per  cent  of 
the  native  colored,  .S-4  •ncr  cent  of  the  foreign  bom,  and  30.6  per  cent  of  the 
native  whites  were  ureiiploycd.  Of  the  native  whites,  56.5  per  cent  v/ore  employed 
full  time  as  compart.-a  ’./ith  34.4  per  cent  and  55.5  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the 
native  colored  and  of  the  foreign  born.  Higher  percentages  of  part  time  employ- 
ment prevailed  among  the  foreign  born  and  native  colored  than  among  the  native 
whites.

Of  all  the  employables  in  Philadelphia,  68.8  per  cent  woro  males  and 
31.2  per  cent  v;<_re  females.  Table  5 shows  that  68.0  per  cent  of  the  male  workers 
and  66.1  per  cent  of  the  female  workers  were  employed.  The  males  had  a higher 
percentage  of  full  time  omploymont,  55.1  per  cent  as  against  49.2  per  cent  for  the 
females,  and  a lower  porcentoge  of  part  time  employment,  12.9  per  cent,  as 
against  16.9  per  cont  for  the  females.  Many  w’omen  are  engaged  in  service  occupa- 
tions; many  obtedn  v/ork  that  can  be  done  in  addition  to  household  duties. 
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Those  facts  may  explain  the  high  percentage  of  part  time  employment  araong 
women . 

Likewise,  women  had  a higher  percentage  of  their  sex  unemployed, 
3b . 9 per  cent,  tnan  the  raen,  3i.O  per  cent.  The  difference  is  relatively 
small  and  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  were  6.5  per  cent  of 
the  females  v>rho  had  not  been  previously  employed  as  against  3.0  per  cent  of 
the  males.  This  may  indicate  that  many  women  have  entered  the  labor  market 
because  of  depleted  family  incomes.

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'DEFINITIONS 


Employables  are  persons  who  are  either  working  for  money, 
or  its  equivalent,  or  attempting  to  get  work  v;hich  will  yield 
them  money,  or  its  equivalent.  Tliis  class,  however,  does  not 
include  those  persons  who  are  working  because  of  personal  or 
social  obligation  for  some  non-pecuniary  reward,  but  does  in- 
clude persons  who  are  temporarily  not  at  work  because  of  labor 
disputes. 

Unemployed  persons  are  Employables  who  are  not  working 
for  money,  or  its  equivalent,  but  are  attempting  to  get  such 
work.  In  addition,  this  class  includes  persons  who  are  tem- 
porarily not  at  work  because  of  labor  disputes. 

Full  Time  workers  are  Employables  who  are  working  thirty 
hours  per  week  or  more. 

Part  Time  workers  are  Employables  who  are  working  less 
than  thirty  hours  per  week. 


One  objection  might  be  raised  to  the  definition  of  "Employable’' 
used.  Under  this  definition,  persons  to  be  classed  as  Employable  must  be 
working  or  "attempting  to  get  work"  unless  they  are  "temporarily  not  at  work 
because  of  labor  disputes,"  This  definition  excludes  persons  who  are  not 
seeking  work  because  of  temporary  illness.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
persons  who  are  carried  on  the  payroll  of  some  industry  and  are  merely  away 
from  work  for  a few  days  are  counted  as  employable  and  employed,  and  that  the 
only  persons  idle  because  of  illness  excluded  from  the  employables  and  unem- 
ployed were  those  who  felt  that  their  disability  ivas  of  a sufficiently  severe 
nature  to  necessitate  their  being  inactive  for  some  time. 

The  definitions  used  in  preparing  Tables  1 and  2 of  this  report  in- 
clude this  class  of  persons  as  employable  and  unemployed.  The  definitions  are 
those  of  the  Industrial  Research  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

"1.  Employables  - In  the  Industrial  Research  Department  Surveys 
of  unemployment  the  term  'Employable*  is  used  instead  of 
the  U.  S.  Census  term,  'Gainful  Workers'.  The  term  'Employable* 
may  be  defined  as  persons  sixteen  years  of  age  or  over  who  are 
usually  gainfully  employed  plus  those  persons  sixteen  years  of 
age  or  over  who  are  able  to  work  and  who  are  seeking  and  would 
normally  be  seeking  employment  for  the  first  time.  The  word 
'normally'  in  the  latter  half  of  this  definition  is  important. 

It  makes  it  possible  to  include  as  employable,  those  persons 
who  in  normal  times  v/ould  have  found  employment,  and  would, 
therefore,  be  classed  as  'usually  gainfully  employed*.  On 
the  other  hand,  this  definition  excludes  mothers,  wives,  and 
other  dependents  who  are  seeking  employment  merely  because 
the  members  of  the  family  usually  gainfully  employed  are 
unable  to  find  employment;  these  dependents  would  not  normally 
bs  seeking  employment,  and  are,  therefore,  neither  counted 
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as  employable  nor  as  unemployed.  Persons  temporarily  incapable  of 
employment  due  to  temporary  sickness  or  illness  are  employable; 
those  who  have  ailments  of  a permanent  nature  or  who  are  per- 
manently incapacitated  are  not  employable. 

Previously  in  this  report  it  has  been  pointed  out  that 
persons  who  normally  would  not  be  gainfully  employed  have,  during 
this  depression,  due  to  drastically  reduced  or  non-existent 
family  incomes,  entered  the  labor  market  and  actually  obtained 
employmient.  If  these  persons  are  16  years  of  age  or  over  we  have 
no  basis  for  excluding  them  from  the  employables.  Hov/evcr,  in 
all  cases  where  such  persons  have  not  found  employment  but  v/ore 
merely  seeking  work  they  were  counted  neither  as  employable  nor 
unemployed . 

2,  Unemployed  - Any  person  v;ho  fell  within  the  above  definition 
of  'Employable’  and  \irho  was  not  gainfully  employed  at  the  time 
of  the  interview  was  classed  as  unemployed.  Care  was  exercised 
to  count  as  unemployed  only  those  v;ho  ?/ere  not  working  at  all. 

If  a person  was  working  as  much  as  1/2  day  per  week,  he  was 
classed  as  employed  part  time,  and  not  unemployed.  Persons  em- 
ployed on  relief  work  were  counted  as  unemployed.”* 

These  definitions  differ  from  the  ones  used  in  Tables  3,  4,  and  5 

by  the  inclusion  of  persons  who  are  not  seeking  v/ork  because  of  temporary 

illness  as  employable  and  unemployed.  It  is  difficult  to  decide  exactly  the 

difference  betv/een  temporary  and  permanent  disability.  In  some  cases,  for 

example,  tuberculosis  would  remove  the  person  from  the  labor  market.  In 

other  cases,  it  would  involve  only  temporary  unemployment.  However,  when 

illness  is  serious  enough  to  remove  the  person  from  the  labor  market,  that 

person  becomes  unemployable  even  though  ho  or  she  may  re-enter  the  labor 

market  at  some  later  date. 

Moreover,  the  above  definition  does  not  exactly  delimit  the  class 
in  which  wo  are  interested.  To  exclude  dependents  who  are  seeking  work  on 
the  grounds  that  they  would  not  normally  be  seeking  work,  we  must  not  only 
determine  what  ’’normal"  times  are,  but  also  assume  that  society  is  static 
and  that  there  must  be  some  fixed  ratio  between  the  gainfully  employed  and 
the  rest  of  the  population.  Further,  it  is  possible  that  the  persons  under 
discussion  may  begin  looking  for  employment  to  help  in  an  emergency  and  then 
remain  on  the  labor  market  long  after  the  emergency  has  passed.  Even  if 
they  do  cease  looking  for  ‘work,  the  fact  that  a potential  labor  supply  of 
this  sort  exists  is  one  of  the  determining  factors  in  wage  rates,  stability 
of  employment,  etc.

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The  United  States  Bureau  of  Census  defines  gainful  workers  as 
" persons  10  years  old  and  over  who  usually  follow  a gainful  occupa- 
tion  ”,  This  definition  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  if  we  are 

engaged  in  studying  the  occupational  distribution  of  persons  at  any  one  date, 
since  it  arbitrarily  excludes  many  potential  workers  because  they  lack  an 
occupational  label.  For  the  same  reason,  when  we  try  to  corapare  the  totals  of 
one  year  with  those  of  another  year,  we  are  trying  to  compare  figures  that  are 
not  trialy  comparable.  We  have  the  difficulty  of  measuring  with  a yard  stick 
the  length  of  which  varies  with  time.  During  a period  of  expansion,  when 
there  is  a demand  for  labor  of  all  tyj)es,  many  persons,  particularly  young 
workers,  will  have  the  opportunity  of  following  some  gainful  occupation,  but, 
in  periods  of  depression,  when  employraont  opportunities  are  limited,  we 
should  find  that  this  same  group  will  have  been  diminished  because  they  have 
not  been  able  to  establish  themselves  in  any  occupation.  These  potential 
workers  care  seeking  work  and  should  be  included  as  a part  of  the  labor  market.

Preliminary  Results 

Of  17,175  employable  persons  enu^rerated  in  April  1934  in  McKean 
County,  3,497,  or  20.4  per  cent,  wore  unemployed  seeking  work,  11,372,  or 
66.2  per  cent,  were  employed  full  time,  and  2,306,  or  13.4  per  cent,  were 
employed  part  time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emer- 
gency Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  completely  every  borough  and  city 
in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities  of  commercial 
or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  also  revealed  population  decreases  in  every  borough 
and  city  in  the  county.  Bradford  City,  the  largest  community,  decreased 
in  population  from.  19,306  in  1930  to  17,557  in  1934,  a loss  of  9.1  per 
cent.  Kane,  the  second  largest  community,  decreased  from  a poioulation  of 
6,232  in  1930  to  a population  of  6,056  in  1934,  a loss  of  1.0  per  cent. 

Percentages  of  unemployraent  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  vary 

from  29.8  per  cent  for  Lewis  Run  to  14.0  per  cent  for  Eldred.  Percentages

McKean  County  is  located  on  the  northern  border  of  the  State. 
Its  area  of  987  square  miles,  from  a standpoint  of  mineral  wealth,  in- 
cludes some  of  the  richest  land  in  the  State.  It  has  led  the  State  in 
the  production  of  oil  and  natural  gas,  these  industries  having  had  a most 
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important  part  in  the  industrial  development  of  the  county.  Today  the 
important  manufacturing  industries  are  chemicals  and  allied  products, 
metals  and  metal  products,  and  leather  and  rubber  goods.  Tne  chief 
agricultural  activity  is  dairy  farming. 

The  employable  popul;.ition  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of 
the  17,175  employables  enumer'.ted,  only  0.7  per  cent  v/ere  native  colored 
and  7,0  per  cent  were  foreign  born.  Of  the  foreign  born,  25.5  per  cent 
were  unemployed  and  22,3  per  cent  were  v7orking  part  time  as  compared  with 
19.9  per  cent  and  12.8  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the  native  white. 

Women  comprised  22.1  per  cent  of  the  employcbles  cand  24,4  per 
cent  of  the  unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  22.4  per  cent  were 
unemployed  as  compared  with  19.8  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  The 
difference  is  accounted  for  by  the  larger  proportion  of  women  who  were 
seeking  their  first  jobs. 

This  report  wr,s  made  possible  by  the  effort  of  seventy  unem- 
ployed white  collar  workers  who  spent  twelve  dc-ys  visiting  11,399  house- 
holds. Tc.blos  presented  herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number 
of  employable  persons,  the  number  of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  num- 
ber  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed  previously  employed,  and 
the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and 
nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  s-nd  age 
distribution  of  vrorkers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment 
?mll  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Of  8,111  employable  persons  enumerated  in  7i.pril  1934  in  Adams  County, 
1,181,  or  14.6  per  cent,  were  unemployed  seeking  work,  5,549,  or  68,4  per  cent, 
were  emo3oved  ful''  time,  and  1,381,  or  17.0  per  cent,  -"^ere  employed  part  time. 
These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  un- 
incorporated communities  of  commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  also  revealed  population  increases  for  several  boroughs 
and  for  the  total  of  boroughs  and  cities.  The  population  of  Gettysburg,  the 
largest  municipality  in  the  coi^nty,  increased  from  5,584  persons  in  1930  to 
5,776  persons  in  1934,  a gain  of  3.4  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  persons 
living  in  boroughs  and  cities  increased  from  14,106  in  1930  to  14,363  in  1934, 
a gain  cf  257,  or  1.8  per  cent. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  vary  from 

22.8  per  cent  for  Bendersville  to  5.9  per  cent  for  Littlestown.  Percentages 
for  each  of  the  boroxxghs  in  Adams  County  are:

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Adams  County  lies  in  the  south  central  portion  of  the  3tnte.  Its 
area  comprises  52Q  square  miles  most  of  vdiich  is  good  farming  lan'l.  The  cultivi;- 
tion  of  fruit,  particularly  apples  snd  peaches,  is  important  not  only  as  an 
agricultural  enterprise  hut  also  because  it  indirectly  supports  morkers  in  the 
county’s  canning  industry.

Preliminary  Results

Of  4,907  employafole  persons  enumeratel  in  April  1934  in  Perry  County, 
1,028  or  20.9  per  cent,  were  unemployed  seeking  ’vorkj  3,113,  or  63.6  per  cent, 
^/ero  employed  full  time;  and  761,  or  15.5  per  cent,  v/ore  employed  part  time. 
These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unin- 
corporated communities  of  a commercial  or  Industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  that  the  total  population  for  the  boroughs  de- 
creased 2.0  per  cent  from  1930  to  1934.  The  population  of  Marysville,  a rail- 
road center,  declined  from  1,922  persons  in  1930  to  1,801  in  1934,  a decrease 
of  6.3  per  cent.  Nev/port,  the  largest  borough  in  the  county,  is  dependent 
upon  diversified  small  industries  ranging  from  shirts  to  hardv/are.  Its  popu- 
lation declined  only  1.1  per  cent  during  the  last  four  years. 

Percentages  of  unemplownent  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  vary  from 

34.0  per  cent  for  Mew  Buffalo  to  8.8  per  cent  for  Bloomfield.  The  percentage

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Perry  County  is  loca';ed  in  the  south  central  portion  ol‘  the  Ctate. 

Its  area  of  564  square  miles  is  m£..rked  by  small  fertile  valleys  ''.nd  sparsely 
timbered  mountain  land  on  which  lumbering  was  at  one  tii.ie  an  imoortant  in- 
dustry. The  county  produces  a limited  quantity  of  leather  and  initber  goods, 
textiles  and  food  products,  although  agriculture  is  the  chief  source  of  live- 
lihood, In  particular,  fruit  culture  and  poultry  raising  are  of  importance. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  composed  of  native  v/hite 
persons.  They  forni  98,8  per  cent  of  the  4,9C7  employables  enumo rated. 

Women  comprised  21.5  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  24,4  per  cent 
of  the  unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  23,8  per  cent  were  unoraployed 
as  compared  with  20,2  per  cent  of  the  male  employables. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  effort  of  36  unemployed  white 
collar  workers  who  spent  17  days  visiting  3,640  households.  Tables  presented 
herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the 
number  of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number 
unemployed  previously  employed,  and  the  nuinber  \memployud  not  previously  em- 
ployed, classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupa- 
tional, industrial,  and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the 
duration  of  \memplo^nent  will  appear  in  later  bull^^tins.

Of  1,816  employable  persons  enumerated  in  April  1954  in  Fort:st  Countr,^, 
3S2,  or  21.6  per  cent,  were  onemployed  seeking  work,  1,126,  or  62.0  per  cent, 
were  working  full  t:.mo,  and  298,  or’  16.4  per  cent,  were  employed  part  time.  These 
figui'es  are  bosed  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  tiie  State  ^Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  surve^/"  covered 
completely  all  communities  of  commercial  or  industrial  character. 


Tionesta,  the  only  borough  in  the  county,  had  a population  of  684,  an 
increase  of  14  over  the  number  reported  in  1930  by  the  United  States  Census  Bureau. 
Of  its  enumerated  employables,  ]-7 . 7 per  cent  were  unemployed. 


Forest  Coionty  occupi.es  an  area  of  454  square  mi.'i.es  in  the  northv/estorn 
port  of  the  state.  'Fne  mountainous  nature  of  the  county  restricts  .farming  to 
some  of  the  smalJ.  val.l3ys.  As  the  name  of  the  county  suggests,  forestry  was,  at 
one  time,  the  principal  industry.  It  is  still  an  important  source  of  livelihood, 
although,  in  1930,  tiie  value  of  lumber  products  totalled  only  $300,000.  Glass, 
oil,  lee  then  • nd  chemicals  are  --.Iso  produced  on  a smalJ.  scale.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  S3, 324  employable  persons  enumerated  in  April  1934  in  Clearfield  County, 
6,990,  or  30.0  per  cent,  were  unemployed  seeking  work,  11,303  or  48.4  per  cent, 
were  employed  full  time;  and  5,031,  or  21.6  per  cent,  were  employed  part  time. 

These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Departmsnt  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered 
completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated 
communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  that  the  total  population  of  the  twenty  boroughs  in  the 
county  increased  1.8  per  cent  from  April  1930  to  April  1934.  Clearfield,  the 
largest  borough  in  the  county,  increased  by  0.9  per  cent  and  DuBois,  the  second 
largest  borough  in  the  county  showed  a population  increase  of  2.6  per  cent.  The 
population  also  increased  in  twelve  of  the  remaining  boroughs,  but  declined  in  six. 
The  largest  population  declines  were  recorded  for  Irvona,  14.1  per  cent,  and 
Mahaffey,  22.5  per  cent.  More  than  46.0  per  cent  of  the  population  enumerated  re- 
sided in  unincorporated  coraraunities. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  vary  from  67.6  per  cent  for  New 
Washington  to  14.5  per  cent  for  Troutville.  DuBois  and  Clearfield,  the  largest 
boroughs  in  the  county,  reported  26.4  per  cent  and  22.7  per  cent,  respectively, 
of  their  employables  unemployed.  Percentages  of  unemployment  for  all  the 
boroughs  and  cities  in  Clearfield  County  are:

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Unemployment  in  the  unincorporated  communities  was  6.1  points  higher  than  the 
average  percentage  for  all  boroughs,  33.4  per  cent  compared  with  27.2  per  cent. 

Clearfield  County,  with  an  area  of  1,142  square  miles,  is  located  In  the 
center  of  the  State,  due  west  of  the  main  ridge  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  The 
prosperity  of  the  county  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the  development  and  use  of 
its  natural  mineral  and  subsoil  resources  which  include  bituminous  coal,  lime- 
stone, shale  rock,  glass  sand,  and  a superior  quality  of  fire-brick  clay.  The 
soil  contains  acid  and  must  be  treated  wi.th  lime  for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  23,3d4 
employables  enumerated,  20,907  are  of  this  nativity.  A larger  proportion  of 
foreign  born  and  native  colored  persons  were  found  in  unintorporated  communities 
than  in  the  boroughs.  Unemployment  among  foreign  born  employables  am.o'unted  to 

22.7  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  30,7  per  cent  shovm  for  native  whites.  Part 
time  employment  among  foreign  born,  however,  amounted  to  29.7  per  cent  as  compared 
vjith  20,7  per  cent  among  native  whites.  Of  the  112  colored  employables  enumerated, 

60.7  per  cent  were  working  full  time. 

Women  comprised  19,8  per  cent  of  the  employables,  and  22.5  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed,  Of  the  female  employables,  34.0  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  com.pared 
with  29.0  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  This  difference  is  more  than  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  a larger  percentage  of  female  employables  were  seeking  work 
for  the  first  time,  18.0  per  cent  as  compared  v/ith  6.2  per  cent  for  the  males. 

Part  time  emi.'lo^mient  was  higher  among  the  male  employables  than  among  the  female 
employables,  23.8  per  cent  as  compared  with  12,5  per  cent. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  119  unemployed  V7hite  collar 
workers  who  spent  tvro  weeks  visiting  15,323  households.  Tables  presented  herewith 
show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  number  of  persons 
employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed  previously 
Lmployod,  and  the  num.ber  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and 
nativity.

Preliminary  Results 


In  April,  6,473  persons,  or  29.3  per  cent  of  the  22,097  employables  enumerated 
in  Armstrong  County  v/ere  totally  unemployed.  Approximately  one  third  of  these  per- 
sons were  seeking  employment  for  the  first  time,  whereas  the  other  two  thirds  had 
been  previously  employed.  In  addition,  5,316  persons,  or  24.1  per  cent  of  the  em- 
ployables were  employed  part  time.  These  figi.ires  are  based  on  a survey  of  unem- 
ployment conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emer- 
gency Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the 
county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities  of  commercial  or  industrial 
character . 

The  survey  revealed  population  decreases  for  all  but  two  of  the  boroughs  and 
cities  in  the  county  (see  Table  1).  Kittanning,  the  largest  borough,  decreased  in 
population  from  7,808  in  1930  to  7,172  in  1934,  a loss  of  8.1  per  cent.  The  total 
population  of  boroughs  and  cities  has  dropped  from  33,067  in  1930  to  31,341  in 
1934,  a loss  of  5,2  per  cent.  Residents  of  unincorporated  cornmiunities  accounted  for 
45.5  per  cent  of  the  employable  population  enumerated. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  vary  from  51.7  per  cent 
for  Atwood  to  15.6  per  cent  for  Leechburg.  In  Atwood,  Manorville,  West  Kittanning 
and  Worthington,  more  than  one-third  of  the  employables  were  unemployed,  and  in 
Kittanning  32.7  per  cent  were  unemployed.  The  next  three  communities  in  size,  Ford 
City,  Leechburg,  and  Apollo  reported  22.9  per  cent,  15.6  per  cent,  and  20.6  per 
cent  of  unem^ployment , respectively. 

Unemployment  In  the  unincorporated  communities  was  8.3  points  higher  than  the 
average  percentage  for  boroughs  and  cities,  33.8  per  cent  as  compared  with  25.5 
per  cent.  Percentages  for  all  the  boroughs  and  cities  in  Armstrong  County  are:

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Armstrong  County  is  locat  :d  in  the  central  ?/estern  part  of  th>c  State.  Its 
area  of  653  square  miles  contains  valuable  rainc.ral  resources,  pa'^ticularly  bitu- 
minous coal  and  oil.  The  county  has  also  some  very  fin^  clsys  -/rhich  are  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  pottery,  terra  cotta,  and  bricks.  The  deveTopm..nt  of  the- 
county’s  mint.ral  wealth  and  manufacturing  industries  has  absorbed  m.ost  of  its 
energies  in  the  past  tv^o  decades,  with  a resulting  decrease  in  the  relative  imi- 
portance  of  agricultural  pursuits. 

The  employable  population  of  the  enumerated  areas  contains  12.5  per  Cont 
foreign  born  persons,  of  whom  82.7  per  cent  wore  employud.  Although  only  69.1 
per  cent  of  the  native  white  employables  wore  employed,  47.0  per  cent  ~jcre  em- 
ployed full  time  as  against  46.2  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born.  The  foreign  born, 
however,  had  a larger  percentage  of  part  time  omplo;^/ment  than  the  native  white, 

36.5  per  cent  and  22.1  per  cent,  respectively.  In  Leechburg  and  Ford  City  over 
one-fifth  of  the  cmiployablos  are  foreign  born. 

Women  comprised  19»6  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  28.4  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  More  than  half  of  the  unemployed  v:omen  had  not  been  previously  emi- 
ployed.  Of  the  male  employables,  26.1  per  cent  wore  unemployed,  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  whom  had  not  been  previously  employed.  Only  15.5  per  cent  of  the 
female  employables  ?/ere  working  part  time  as  compared  with  26.1  per  cent  of  the 
males . 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  one  hundred  unemployed  white 
collar  workers  who  spent  two  Y/eeks  visiting  14,133  households.  Tables  presented 
horev/ith  show  the  urban  population,  the  nmaber  of  employable  persons,  the  number 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  nomber  emiployed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed 
previously  employed,  and  th^  n'ornber  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  infomnation  of  the  occupational,  industrial  and 
age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  -will 
appear  in  later  bulletins.

or  the  P,ol2  eraployablc  persons  6nuj.norcitod,  only  19P,  or  8.5  nor  cent,  v;ere 
unemployed  .seeling  v/orkg  1,889,  or  SI.  7 per  cent,  rere  employed  lull  time  and 
P3i,  or  10.0  per  cent,  wore  employed  part  ti.iuc.  Those  figures  arc  based  on  a 
survey  of  une?npJ.o;y’iaent  conducted  uy  the  Pooertr^ent  of  Rese-'i-ch  and  Statistics 
of  the  State  Emergerncy  Relief  Board.  Tiio  Survey  covered  coir'pletely  every 
borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unin  cor  por'..  ted  communities  of 
n commercial  Inaustrl- 1 ch-^racter. 

The  survey  revealed  population  incroasos  in  botii  EiaporiiUiU  raid  Driftvv-ood, 
the  only  loroughs.  Eripoj’ium  had  ..  population  of  3,067  in  April  1954,  an  increaS'; 
of  128  or  4,4  per  cent  since  tlio  1930  Cen.sus.  Driftwood  boi'ougn  increased  from 
282  persons  in  1930  tC'  500  in  1934,  -n  increase  of  9.2  per  cent. 

in  Er.poriui'i  6,8  })0ir  cent  of  the  employables  'were  unemployed  and  6.3  per 
cent  were  working  pi  rt  time.  In  Driftwood  7,1  per  cent  were  uneiPiployed  and  32.7 
per  cent  were'  working  part  time.  VJhile  only  6.0  p";i'  cent  of  the  employables  in 
these  two  boroughs  were  i-eoGrted  ' s unemaloyci,  the  proportion  of  unemployed  in 
tne  unin.-iorpor? -ted  C'Pmnvinities  onuKorated  w:  s reported  as  14.0  per  cent. 

Cameron  County,  '■./'•cato-d  in  the  nertfi  ctnti'cl  part  of  the  State,  luis  an 
areca  of  592  .squ-ro  miles  of  moiantwinous , './oodad  i'nd.  The  soil  is  rather 
poor  but  agriculture  h-.  s taken  the  pl.a.ce  of  luniboriiig  which  a/:  s once  the  chief 
occupation.  At  present  the  priricipa.l  industrial  activities  are  the  rr'^'nufacture 
of  pov;der  and  radio  equipment. 

Thirty-six  of  every  hundred  emplcyobles  in  Cameron  County  wore  females. 

This  high  proportion  is  accounted  for  oy  employment  opportunities  avails hue  for 
Women  in  ircinui •■cture  of  sm  11  electric-  l equipment,  Os.ly  4.0  per  cent  of  the 
fern:  no  enploya bles  ware  without  work  as  compared  wdtti  10.7  per  cent  of  the  male 
wpi'king  population.  Part  time  employment  v/as  a.ls>o  less  prevalent  among  tne 
f cm*  ie  than  among  the  m-.le  emoloy:.  bles,  3.1  per  c'cnt  -uid  14.0  per  cent 
respectively. 
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The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  v/hite.  Only  105  foreign 
born  and  9 native  colored  employables  ‘.Tore  enumerated.  The  survey  revealed  12.4 
per  cent  of  the  foreign  born  employables  as  unomployodj  as  against  S.l  per  cent 
for  native  v/hite. 


This  report  'va.s  made  possible  by  the  effort  of  t'venty-tv;o  unemployed  v/hite 
collar  v/orkors  who  spent  two  weeks  visiting  I3276  households.  Tables  presented 
herov/ith  shov/  th.c  urban  population,  the  number  of  craplo'/able  persons,  the  number 
of  oorsons  oviployed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  tivic,  the  number  unemploy- 
ed previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed,  not  previously  emplo'/’ed,  class- 
ified by  sox  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial, 
and  ago  distribution  of  v/oruors,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment 
will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

PRSLLiIi:ARY  RESULTS 


Of  the  20,255  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Butler 
County,  27,3  per  cent,  or  5,53G  were  unemployed  seeking  v;ork,  52. C per  cent,  or 
10,523  were  employed  full  time,  and  20,7  per  cent,  or  4,194,  were  employed  part 
time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  Tie  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorp- 
orated communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  also  indicates  population  increases  in  most  of  the  s.Tialler  commu- 
nities since  1920.  Butler,  the  county  seat,  shows  a slight  decrease  probably  due 
t6  the  slack  operations  of  the  main  industries  since  that  time.  The  population  for 
1934  was  22,968  compared  with  23,568  in  1930,  a decrease  of  2,5  per  cent. 

Percentages  of  ■'uneniplojment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  vary  from  a high  of 
47,1  per  cent  for  West  Liberty  to  11,7  per  cent  for  Portersville,  Percentages  for 
civil  subdivisions  of  Butler  County  are:

Butler  Countj^  is  located  in  ^ne  vvostern  ^art  oi’  tie  ^taLe  and  has  an  area  of 


79£  squaie  milc^s  of  rough,  hilly  land.  Its  topoyi'aphy  plus  the  fact  that  t-:a  soi 
is  deficient  in  lime  prevents  extensive  development  of  acricultare.  Its  natur.;!

Preliminary  Results 

Of  the  11,109  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1954  in  Elk 
County,  20.9  pei-  cant,  or  2,321,  were  unemployed  seeking  v;ork;  65.5  per  cent, 
or  7,273,  were  employed  full  time,  and  13.6  per  cent,  or  1,515,  were  employed 
part  time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by 
the  Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Snergency  Relief  Board. 

The  survey  cov'ored  completely  ev^ry  borough  and  cit3/  in  the  count j'-  and,  in 
addition,  all  unincorporated  communities  of  a cosnnercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  reves.led  a population  increase  in  St.  Marys,  the  largest  munic- 
ipa.lity  in  the  county,  and  slight  decreases  in  Ridgway  and  Johnscnburg.  The 
population  of  St.  Marys  in  April  1934  was  7,757,  an  increc.se  of  304,  or  4,1 
per  cent  since  the  April  1950  census.  The  decreases  in  the  other  municipalities 
were  small,  being  only  1.6  per  cent  for  Ridgw.o.y  and  1.2  per  cent  for  Johnsonburg. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  St.  Marys,  tne  launicipality  shov.'ing  the 
population  increase,  also  reveals  the  highest  percentage  of  workers  employed; 
namely,  85.2  per  cent.  This  fact  Y/ould  indicate  that  the  industries  in  St.  Marys 
have  not  been  as  seriously  affected  by  the  existent  economic  conditions  as  have 
most  other  sections.

Elk  County  has  an  area  of  806  square  miles,  located  northwest  of  the  central 
part  of  the  State.  Lnnbering,  at  one  time  the  major  industry,  is  now  practically 
extinct  beesuso  of  the  depletion  of  the  forests.  Tanneries  -..-ere  originuil;/ 
est.^blished  in  the  county  to  be  near  the  supply  of  hemlock  cund  oak  bark  used  in 
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this  industry  and  tanning  is  still  an  important  source  of  employment  for  many 
workers.  The  principal  natural  resources  are  fire  brick  clay,  bituminous  coal, 
oil  and  natural  gas.  Agriculture  is  of  secondary  Importance  in  the  economic 
status  of  the  county,  manufacturing  industries  constituting  the  bulk  of  its  eco- 
nomic wealth.  The  chief  products  are  sole  leather,  printing  paper,  electrical 
machinery,  apparatus  ejid  supplies,  and  articles  made  of  terra  cotta  and  fire-clay. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  £8,756 
employables  enumerated,  only  0,3  per  cent  were  native  colored  and  14.2  per  cent 
were  foreign  born.  Of  the  foreign  born,  18.0  per  cent  are  unemployed  as  compared 
with  21,3  per  cent  of  the  native  white  employables. 

Women  comprised  21,4  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  26,2  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  25.6  per  cent  v;ere  unemployed  as  compared 
with  19,6  per  cent  of  tho  male  employables.  The  difference  is  accounted  for  by 
the  larger  proportion  of  women  who  were  seeking  their  first  job.  The  survey  re- 
vealed that  46,6  per  cent  of  the  females  recorded  as  unemployed  and  looking  for 
v/ork  had  not  been  previously  employed.  Thus,  one  out  of  every  two  women  listed 
as  unemployed  had  never  been  employed.  Of  the  unemployed  males,  less  than  one 
fourth  had  never  been  previously  employed. 

This  report  Viras  made  possible  by  the  effort  of  sixty  unemployed  white  collar 
workers  vho  spent  tw'olve  days  visiting  6,339  households.  Tables  presented  here- 
with shovif  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  number  of 
persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed 
previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial  and  age 
distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  'will 
appear  in  later  bulletins.

PRELIIvIINARY  RESULTS 


Of  11,491  employable  persons  enumerated,  only  18.3  per  cent,  or  I,!'"'! 
persons,  uere  unemployed  seeking  uork;  64.5  par  cent,  or  7,408,  V7ere  employed  iu'j. 
time;  and  17.2  per  cent,  or  1,982,  were  employed  part  time.  These  figures  are 
based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research  and 
Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  coiopletely 
every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  all  unincorporated  comrauni- 
ties  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a considerably  larger  population  for  State  College 
than  that  shown  by  the  1930  Census.  The  population  of  State  College  in  April  1934 
was  4,989  as  compared  vmth  4,450  in  April  1930,  an  increase  of  539,  or  12.1  per  cent. 
The  other  municipalities  show  rainor  changes,  slight  increases  occuring  in  most  cases. 

An  interesting  fact  revealed  is  that  State  College,  the  municipality  show- 
ing a narked  population  increase,  has  the  highest  percentage  of  employed  workers, 
namely,  90.4  per  cent.  This  population  growth  and  favorable  employment  situation 
can  probabl’/  be  attributed  to  the  grov/th  of  enrollment  at  Pennsj^lvania  State  College 
during  the  past  few  years.  The  prosperity  of  the  tofsn  is  aLmost  entirely  dependent 
on  the  college,  there  being  very  little  industrial  activity  in  the  community. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  varied  v'idely, 

ranging  from  49.2  per  cent  for  South  Philipsburg  to  9.6  per  cent  for  State  College. 

Snow  Shoe  shows  a high  percentage  of  unemployed  because  of  slackened  bituminous  coal 

mining  operations.  Percentages  for  each  of  the  boroughs  in  Centre  County  are:

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Centre  County  v;ith  an  area  of  1,146  square  miles  is  located  in  the 
geographic  center  of  the  State.  In  many  parts,  there  is  excellent  farm  land  and 
agricultural  production  is  an  important  element  in  the  economic  wealth  of  the 
county.  Limestone,  fire-clay  and  bituminous  coal  are  the  important  mineral 
resources.  The  chief  industrial  products  comprise  lime,  terra  cotta  and  fire- 
clay products,  bituminous  coal,  crushed  stone,  metal  shapes,  cotton,  wool  and 
mixed  hosiery,  and  silk  goods,  including  rayon. 

The  emploj^able  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  11,491 
lemployable  persons  enumerated,  94.7  per  cent  are  native  v<hit3.  Only  3.8  per  cent 
of  the  employable  persons  were  foreign  born  and  0.5  per  cent  native  colored.  The 
isurvey  revealed  61.8  per  cent  of  the  native  v/hite  employables  employed  compared 
with  80.3  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  27.3  per 
cent  of  the  foreign  born  \corharE  were  employed  part  time,  compared  '.vith  16.9  per 
cent  of  the  native  white  employables. 

Women  comprised  21.5  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  22.5  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Although  a slightly  larger  percentage  of  females  than  males  were  un- 
employed, the  proportion  of  employables  due  to  loss  of  jobs  v/as  greater  for  male 
workers.  Over  one  third  of  the  unemployed  females  had  not  been  previously  employed 
as  compared  with  less  than  one  sixth  of  the  unemployed  males. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforc  of  56  unemployed  white  collar 
workers  who  spent  12  days  visiting  8,061  households.  Tables  presented  herewith 
show  the  urban  population,  the  nuinber  of  employable  persons,  the  number  of  persons 
employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  nujmber  unemployed  previously 
employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and 
nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  age  distri- 
bution of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will  appear  in

Preliminary  Results 

Of  1,063  employable  persons  enuinerated  in  April  1934  in  Fulton  County, 
28.1  per  cent,  or  299,  vjore  unemployed  seeking  work;  55.9  p.^r  cant,  or  594,  wore 
employed  full  time;  and  16.0  per  cent,  or  170,  were  employed  part  uime.  These 
figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered 
McConnellsburg , the  only  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated 
communities  of  a corrETiorcial  or  industrial  character.  The  tv/elvc  townships  of  the 
county,  with  the  exception  of  Thompson  township,  weere  partially  en'umeratod. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  unemployment  in 
McConnellsburg  borough  amounted  to  only  20.5  per  cent  of  the  v;orking  population 
as  compared  with  33.5  per  cent  in  the  unincorporated  coinmunities . 

Fulton  County  is  located  in  the  south  central  part  of  the  State,  on  the 
eastern  slope  of  the  illlegheny  Mountains.  It  is  mountainous  and  hilly,  and 
agriculture  is  limited  to  the  fertile  valleys.  There  is  very  little  industrial 
activity,  but  bit’aminous  coal  mining,  quarrying,  and  the  lumber  industry  provide 
limited  employment  opportunities. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  v;hite,  98,5  per  cent 
of  the  enumerated  employables  being  of  this  nativity.  Only  one  employable  of  the 
1,063  enumerated  was  foreign  born  and  only  fifteen  were  native  colored. 

There  were  194  women  listed  as  employable,  or  18.2  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  employables  enuraer-ated.  Of  those,  46  were  classified  as  unemployed,  15 
of  v;hom  had  iiev^r  been  previously  oraployed.  On  the  other  hand,  there  \;ere  253  un- 
employed aiaong  869  male  employables.  Only  26  of  the  unemployed  male  workers  had 
not  been  previously  employed. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  15  unemployed  w'hito 
collar  workers  who  spent  two  weeks  visiting  798  households.  Tables  presented 
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hcrrivn-th  show  the  number  of  emp?wOyablo  p''>rsons,  the  number  of  persons  emnloyod 
full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  nmber  unemployed  previously  employed, 
and  the  n\amber  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and  nativity. 
Detailed  informntion  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  ofte  distribution  of 
workers,  median  vrages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will  appear  in  later 
bulletins .

Of  544,187  employable  persons  enumerated  during  February,  32,4  p^r  c^nt, 
or  176,156,  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  48.6  per  cent,  or  264,765,  were  employou 
full  time;  and  19,0  per  cent,  or  103,266,  vjero  employed  part  time,  Tlxcse  figures 
arc  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Departeient  of  Research  and 
Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Rulijf  Board.  Tfio  survey  covered  completely 
every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  an.d,  in  addition,  all  unincorporated  communi- 
ties of  a commercial  or  industri..!  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a sn'.llor  population  for  Pittsburgh  than  that  shown 
by  the  1930  Census,  Tne  population  of  Pittsburgh  in  February  1934  was  648,507  as 
compared  with  669,817  in  April  1930,  a decrease  of  3,2  per  cent.  The  other  cities, 
Clairton,  Duquesno  and  McKeesport,  show  only  minor  changes, 

Pittsburgh  had  the  highest  percontcage  of  unemployed  v/orkers  seeking  work; 
namely,  36,5  per  cent.  Thus,  more  than  one  third  of  the  working  population  of 
Pittsburg  v/as  entirely  idle  while  another  one  seventh  had  only  part  time  employ- 
ment.

Allegheny  County,  with  an  area  of  725  square  miles  of  land  and  33  square 

i miles  of  navigable  water,  is  the  greatest  iron  and  steel  producing  center  in  the 

! 

world.  Both  the  navigable  T/ater  end  the  principal  railroads  which  traverse  the 
i region  have  greatly  aided  its  commercial  development,  making  its  raw  materials, 
i such  as  iron  ore,  liiaestono,  and  bitiominous  coal,  easily  accessible,  and -providing 


export  routes  for  the  manufactured  products.  The  iron  and  steel  industry  pre- 
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domiuatos,  producing  si;ruGturr;l  shapes,  rriirOv:.d  supplies,  b'rs,  pip^s,  shjots, 
tubes,  ingots,  and  pig  iron,  Thoro  ar^  Tncuiy  other  izavort'-nt  i.^dustri':;S  turning  out 
a variety  ol  commodities  such  as  electrical  equipment,  canned  and  preserved  foods, 
neats,  chemicals  and  allied  products,  coke,  lubricating  oil,  gasoline,  plate  glass, 
machinery  and  parts,  and  cement.  Agricultural  pursuits  are  relatively  unimportant, 
but  r large  percentage  of  the  available  land  is  cultivated,  producing  fine  crops. 

The  suivoy  r’^veaJ.ed  415,446  native  white  workers,  v;ho  constituted  76,3 
per  cent  of  the  employable  population.  Of  those  13?, 436,  or  31,9  per  cent,  were 
unemployed.  The  native  colored  workers  represented  only  6,7  per  cent  of  the  total 
employables  but  constituted  9,9  per  cent  of  the  total  unemployed.  One  or  both  of 
the  following  f;,.ctors  may  be  largely  respons iblc> : cither  negro  rorkers  depended 
upon  employment  in  occupations  r.nd  industries  affected  most  severely  by  the  de- 
pression, or  white  workers  now  hold  jobs  formerly  filled  by  no^'ro^-s.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  foreigni  born  u'orkers  have  been  least  affected  by  unemployment , 
The  foreign  born  v/orkers  showed  the  lowest  percentage  of  unerai;loynent ; namely,  28,4 
per  cent,  and  the  highest  percentage  of  part  time  work;  namely,  28,9  per  cent. 

The  foreign  born  and  native  colored  constitute  a lar-ge  percentage  of 
the  population  in  Clairton,  Duquesne,  and  McKeesport,  probably  bo-cause  these  are 
industrial  towns  offering  them  the  best  araployriGnt  opportunitiv: s , Incidentally, 
Clairton  has  a far  lower  percentage  of  unomrilo^mient  than  do  the  other  ^illogheny 
County  cities  enumerated, 

li7omon  comprised  25,3  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  27,9  per  cent  of 

the  unemployed.  Although  a slightly  larger  percentage  of  fema.les  than  males  were

I unemployed,  the  proportion  of  unemployed  due  to  loss  of  jobs  was  greater  for  male 
workers.  More  than  one  third  of  the  unemployed  females  had  not  been  previously 
employed,  as  compared  with  less  than  one  sixth  of  the  unemployed  males.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  50,150  employable  persons  enumerated  in  April  1954,  only  16,2  per  cent, 
or  8,104,  were  unemployed  seeking  Y;ork;  62,1  per  cent,  or  31,166,  were  employed  full 
time;  and  21,7  per  cent,  or  10,880,  were  employed  part  time.  These  figures  are 
based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research  and  Statis- 
tics of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board,  The  survey  covered  completely  the  city  of 
York,  every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities  of  a 
commercial  or  industrial  character, 

Tlie  survey  revealed  a population  decrease  since  the  1930  Census  in  York, 

the  only  city  in  the  county.  The  population  of  York  in  April  1934  was  53,733,  a 

decrease  of  2,7  per  cent  from  April  1930,  The  tv;o  large  boroughs,  Honover  and  I7est 

York,  shov:ed  small  decreases  and  the  other  municipalities  but  minor  changes. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  end  cities  varied  widely, 

ranging  from  a low  of  3,5  per  cent  at  New  Freedom  to  a high  of  26,1  per  cent  at 

Lewisberry,  Percentages  for  all  the  boroughs  and  cities  in  York  County  are;

York  County  is  located  in  the  south  centr^H  part  of  the  State,  Its 
area  of  903  square  miles  is  made  up  of  valleys  and  lov  hills.  The  topography  and 
fertile,  limestone  soil  are  factors  in  m.aking  c.griculture  '-.n  iinnortant  occupation. 
Compared  with  other  counties  in  the  State  in  1933,  York  County  ranked  first  in  the 
production  of  swine  and  poultry,  and  second  in  peaches,  corn,  wheat,  and  tobacco. 

Industrial  activity  provides  the  major  source  of  (anplojmient , A groat 
many  of  the  cigars  produced  in  the  United  States  are  made  in  York  County,  Its 
manufacturing  plants  also  produce  such  diversified  products  as  machinery  and  parts, 
chains,  wire  and  wire  products,  furniture,  roofing  and  wall  paper,  silk  goods,  silk 
hosier^'-,  shirts,  women’s  and  children’s  clothing,  dentures,  cigar  boxes,  shoes,  and 
safes. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white,  48,309  of  the 
50,150  employable  persons  enumerated  being  of  this  nativity.  Of  the  native  white 
employables,  15,9  per  cent  v;ere  unemployed,  62,5  per  cent  were  employed  full  time 
and  21,6  per  cent  part  time.  Only  2,0  per  cent  of  the  employables  were  native 

colored  and  1.0  per  cent  foreign  born.  Of  the  989  native  colored  employables,  379 

% 

Vifere  employed  full  time,  298  part  time,  and  512  were  unemployed.  Of  the  522 
foreign  bom  employables,  395  were  employed  full  time,  79  part  time,  and  48  were 
unemployed. 

This  report  v;as  made  possi  ble  by  the  efforts  of  t\<o  hundred  sixty-nine 
unemployed  white  collar  workers  who  spent  three  'weeks  visiting  30,461  households. 
Tables  presented  herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  per- 
sons, the  number  of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the 
number  unemployed  previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously 
employed  classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational, 
industrial,  and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of 
unemployment  will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Resul,ts 

Of  15,536  employable  persons  enumerated  in  April,  1934  in  Franklin  County, 
22»4  per  cent,  or  3,489,  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  63,6  per  cent,  or  9,874,  v/ere 
employed  full  time;  and  14,0  per  cent,  or  2,173  v;ere  eriployed  part  time.  These 
figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research 
and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board,  Tlie  survey  covered  completely 
every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities  of  a com- 
mercial or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  disclosed  population  decreases  in  the  three  largest  boroughs  in 
the  county,  Chambersburg,  Greencastle,  and  Vfaynesboro,  while  slight  increases  were 
reported  in  Mercersburg,  Mont  Alto,  and  Orrstovm.  Greencastle  showed  the  largest 
decrease  as  compared  with  the  1930  Census,  the  survey  revealing  a population  of 
2,276  which  is  11,0  per  cent  less  than  the  2,557  reported  for  1930.  V/ajmesboro  and 
Chambersburg  showed  decreases  of  2,7  per  cent  and  1,2  per  cent,  respectively.  The 
population  of  all  boroughs  in  the  county  decreased  2,2  per  cent  from  1930  to  1934. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  varied  from  11,6  per  cent  at 

Shippensburg  to  26,6  per  cent  at  Mercersburg,  Unincorporated  communities  showed 

29,3  per  cent  of  unemployment  as  compared  with  20,1  per  cent  in  the  boroughs  of  the

Franklin  County,  with  an  area  of  751  square  miles,  is  located  in  the  south 
central  part  of  the  State.  A large  portion  of  the  land  is  of  limestone  origin,  well 
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watered  and  fertile.  The  importance  of  agriculture  in  the  ocor.o’-uc  struct’ure  of 
the  county  is  indicated  by  the  total  production  of  grains  and  fruits.  I'ranklir. 
County  ranl's  first  in  the  State  in  the  production  of  rye  and  peaches,  second  in  ap- 
ples, third  in  wheat,  and  fifth  in  corn.  Agriculture  has  always  been  the  chief  in- 
dustry but  today  a variety  of  manufacturing  plants  provide  enploynent  opportunities 
for  many  persons.  Tho  principal  products  are  machinery,  silk  goods,  underwear, 
catsup  and  sauces,  flour,  furniture,  and  leather. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  v/hito,  96,5  per  cent  be- 
ing of  this  nativity.  Of  the  15,536  enployables  enumerated,  only  2,9  per  cent  v/ere 
native  colored  and  0,6  per  cent  were  foreign  born.  An  interesting  disclosure  is 
the  rank  of  each  nativity  class  according  to  percentages  of  unemployment;  foreign 
born  were  lowest  with  15.1  per  cent,  native  white  v/cre  next  with  21.9  per  cent,  and 
native  colored  were  highest  with  42,5  per  cent  of  the  employables  unemployed  and 
seeking  work.  Only  10.3  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born  male  employables  were  unem- 
ployed, compared  with  22.4  per  cent  of  the  native  \7hite  male  employables. 

Women  comprised  26,7  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  25.5  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  21,3  per  cent  wore  unemployed,  as  compared 
with  22,9  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  Nine  per  cent  of  the  female  enployables 
were  seeking  their  first  job  as  compared  v/ith  only  3,5  of  the  male  employables. 

This  report  was  nado  possible  by  the  efforts  of  eighty-one  v;hite  collar 
workers  who  spent  sixteen  days  visiting  10,804  households.  Tables  presented  here- 
with show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employablo  persons,  tho  number  of  per- 
sons employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  nuiaber  unemployed  pre- 
viously employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by 
sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial  and  age 
distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  v/ill  appear 
in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  11,033  employable  persons  eniomerated  in  A;. ril,  1934  in  Bradford 
County,  17,7  per  cent,  or  1,952,  v/ere  unemployed  seeking  work;  67.0  j.ev  cent,  or 
7,393,  were  employed  full  time;  and  15.3  per  cent,  or  1,688,  were  employed  part 
time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated 
communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a smaller  population  for  Sayre  than  was  shov;n  by  the 
1930  Census.  The  population  of  Sayre  in  April  1934  v^as  6,813  as  compared  v;ith 
7,902  in  1930,  a decrease  of  13.8  per  cent.  Athens  and  Towanda  reported  population 
declines  of  9.8  per  cent  and  6.8  per  cent,  respectively.  The  other  municipalities 
showed  minor  changes.  The  population  of  all  boroughs  fell  froin  23,185  in  1930  to 
21,655  in  1934,  a drop  of  6,6  per  cent. 

Percentages  of  unemplo^/ment  for  the  boroughs  range  from  7,1  per  cent  in 
Rome  to  27,4  per  cent  in  Monroe.  Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  in 
Bradford  County  are:

The  county  constitutes  part  of  the  Allegheny  Plateau,  the  topography 
varying  from  rolling  and  hilly  to  rough  and  mountainous.  Agriculture  is  the  most 
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important  industry.  Bradford  County  ran’'S  first,  among  all  Pennsylvania  counties, 
in  the  production  of  buckwheat.  Because  of  the  abundance  of  grazing  land,  dairy- 
ing is  a leading  industry.  Large  quantities  of  milk  are  shipi^ud  daily  to  metro- 
politan centers.  Pailroad  shops  and  manufacturing  industrios  rovid-:  industrial 
employment  opportunities.  The  chief  comiuodities  produced  are  silk  goods,  rayon 
goods,  man’s  clothing,  machine  tools,  and  dairy  products  such  as  butter,  checs^, 
and  condensed  or  evaporated  milk. 

The  employable  population  is  predoninr-ntly  native  white.  Of  the  11,035 
eraployables  ^numerated,  10,489,  or  95.4  per  cent,  are  of  this  nativity.  Only  75 
native  colored  employables  and  4-25  foreign  born  etiployables  were  enuinerated,  over 
60,0  per  cent  of  the  latter  residing  in  Sa:/re.  Only  8.9  per  c^nt  of  the  foreign 
born  employables  were  unemployed  as  comipared  'with  17.9  per  cent  of  the  native 
white  group. 

Lomen  comprised  25.3  per  cent  of  the  employ;  hies  r?nd  34.6  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  24,2  per  cent  \:ere  unemployed  as  compared 
with  15,5  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  This  difference  is  accounted  for  by 
the  larger  proportion  of  v.-omon  \;ho  v.-ero  seeking  their  first  jobs.  The  survey  re- 
vealed that  36.5  per  cent  oi'  the  fenialos  imcordod  „s  unemployoc  and  looking  for 
work  had  not  been  previously  employed.  Thus,  approximately,  one-  out  of  every  three 
women  listed  as  unemployed  had  never  been  previously  employed  in  contract  to  only 
one  out  of  every  five  males  similiarly  classified.  A slightly  larger  proportion  of 
males  than  of  females  .<ere  working  part  time. 

This  report  \Je.s  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  eighty-one  white  collar 
workers  v.Tio  spent  fourteen  days  visiting  7,960  households.  Tables  presented  here- 
with show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  nurher  of  per- 
sons employed  full  time,  the  mrmber  aaployed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed  pre- 
viously employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial  and  ago 
distribution  of  'vorkers , median  v/agos,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will  appear 
in  later  bulletins.

Prelirainary  Results 

Of. 3,871  employable  persons  enumerated  in  April,  35.7  per  cent,  or  SS4, 
were  unemployed  seeking  work;  54.2  per  cent,  or  2,097,  V7ere  employed  full  time; 
and  20,1  per  cent,  or  760,  were  employed  part  tiine.  These  figures  are  based  on  a 
survey  of  unemploynent  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of 
the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board,  The  survey  covered  comrjleteiy  both  Danville  and 
Washingtonville , the  only  boroughs  vritiiin  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincor’r'orat- 
ed  communities  of  a coixiiercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  showed  that  the  population  of  Danville  in  i^pril  1934  was 
practically  the  same  as  revealed  by  the  1930  United  States  Census.  The  population 
was  7,150  in  1934  compared  vmth  7,165  in  1930. 

The  percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  in  ilcntour  County  were 
28.5  per  cent  for  Danville  and  20,0  per  cent  for  Uashirigtonvi lie , In  the  unin- 
corporated communities  only  17.4  per  cent  of  the  employables  v/ere  reported  unemploy- 
ed as  compared  with  23.3  per  cent  in  the  two  boroughs.  Part  time  employment  was 
also  relatively  higher  in  the  boroughs  than  in  the  unincorporated  communities,  21.1 
per  cent  and  17,1  per  cent,  respectively. 

Montour  County  is  located  in  the  central  part  of  the  State  and  has  an  area 
of  only  130  square  miles,  being  one  of  the  smallest  counties  in  the  State.  Agricul- 
ture provides  a livelihood  for  most  of  the  inhabitants  but  there  are  several  indus- 
trial plants  in  the  county  which  also  furnish  employment  opportunities.  The  major- 
ity of  these  are  located  in  Danville.  The  principal  products  are  iron  and  steel  bars, 
shapes,  ornamental  iron  and  steel,  silk  goods  including  rayon  and  shirts. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  v;hite,  97.7  per  cent  of 
the  employable  persons  enumerated  being  of  this  nativity.  Only  73  foreign  born  and 
17  native  colored  employables  were  enumerated.  The  foreign  born  were  83.6  per  cent 
employed  as  compared  with  the  native  white  who  were  74.2  per  cent  employed. 

Women  constituted  29.8  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  only  21,3  per  cent 
of  the  unemployed.  Only  18.4  per  cent  of  the  female  employables  were  unemployed 
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as  compared  with  28,8  per  cert  of  the  males.  The  higher  percentage  of  employed 
i females  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  local  silk  mills  and  shii-t 

I factory  employ  mostly  v/omen.

This  report  v/as  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  thirty-one  unemployed 
white  collar  workers  who  spent  tv;o  weeks  visiting  2,420  households.  Tables  pre- 
sented herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  n'onber  of  employable  persons,  the 
number  of  persons  working  full  time,  the  number  v/orking  part  time,  the  number  un- 
employed previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed, 
classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  indus- 
trial, and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemploy- 
ment will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  the  8,451  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Clarion 
County,  24,8  per  cent,  or  2,C95,  were  unemployed  seeking  v^ork;  57.6  per  cent, 
or  4,864,  were  employed  full  time;  and  17,6  per  cent,  or  1,492,  v;ere  employed 
part  time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by 
the  Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board. 

The  survey  covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in 
addition,  all  unincorporated  coirraunities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 
The  survey  revealed  an  increase  of  854  persons,  or  7.3  per  cent,  in  the 
total  borough  population  of  Clarion  County  from  April  1930  to  April  1934.  Declines 
were  reported  in  only  three  boroughs,  Sligo,  New  Bethlehem,  and  East  Brady,  which 
reported  decreases  of  11,9  per  cent,  6.4  per  cent,  and  1.9  per  cent,  respectively. 

lercentages  of  unemplo^,mient  range  from  7.1  per  cent  in  Curllsville  to 
32,3  per  cent  in  Callensburg.  The  proportion  of  employables  v;orking  part  time 
varied  from  11.3  per  cent  in  Strattonville  to  38.1  per  cent  in  Curllsville, 
Percentages  of  unemployment  for  each  of  the  boroughs  in  Clarion  County  are:

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piarion  County,  witn  an  area  of  601  aquare  .allee,  is  located  in 
the  western  part  of  the  State  on  the  Allegheny  Plateau.  A^-ricult'ire  ’.^as 
once  of  far  greater  consequence  than  it  is  today.  i/Iany  far.-ns  have  lost  their 
fertility  and  have  been  aliov.'ed  to  lie  fallovj.  The  erosion  caused  by  the  clear- 
ing of  forested  areas  was  an  important  factor  in  the  decline  of  farm  activity. 
The  natural  resources  of  the  county  are  fire-clay,  sand  suitable  for  glass 
making,  bituminous  coal,  natural  gas,  and  oil.  Tiie  extraction  of  these  and 
attendant  industries  provide  emplojmient  for  many  persons.  Tiie  chief  cormoditios 
produced  a.re  glass  bottles  and  jars,  terra  cotta  and  fire-clay  .'roducts,  and 
rubber  products. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  8,451 
employables  en’umerated , 97.9  per  cent  were  of  this  nativity;  2.0  per  cent  7;ere 
foreign  born;  and  0.1  per  cent  were  native  colored.  Only  16.8  per  cent  of  the 
foreign  born  were  unemployed  seeking  v;ork  as  compared  with  24.9  per  cent  of  the 
native  white  employables. 

Women  comprised  15,9  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  20.7  per  cent 
of  the  unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  33.0  per  cent  were  unemployed 
as  compared  with  23,3  per  cent  of  the  male  tmployables . The  difference  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a larger  percents ge  of  unemployed  female  em- 
ployables were  seeking  work  for  the  first  time,  50.3  per  cent  as  compared  with 
20.5  per  cent  of  the  unemployed  males. 

This  report  v/as  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  fifty-nine  unemployed 
white  collar  workers  v:ho  spent  t’uo  \:eeks  visiting  6,089  households.  Tables  pre- 
sented herewith  shov;  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons, 
the  number  of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  nirnber  employed  part  time,  the 
number  unemployed  previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously 
employed,  classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupa- 
tional, industrial  and  age  distribution  of  v/orkers,  median  wages,  and  the 
duration  of  unemplo^.mient  will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  the  3,738  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April,  1934  in  Juniata 
County,  20,9  per  cent,  or  793,  were  unemployed  seekina  v/ork;  62.6  p^er  cert,  or 
2,339,  were  employed  full  time;  and  16.5  per  cer^t,  or  626  were  employed  part 
time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployinent  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Fnergency  Relief  Board. 

The  survey  covered  completely  every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition, 
unincorporated  communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a slight  increase  in  the  population  of  Z.Iiff lintovni 
and  a small  decrease  in  Mifflin  from  April  1930  to  April  1934.  Port  Royal 
and  ThompsontoTni  show  substantial  increases  which  arc  largely  due  to  changes 
in  the  borough  limits  since  the  1930  United  States  Census.  Fort  Royal,  with 
830,  and  Thonpsontown,  with  482  inhabitants  in  1934,  show  increases  of  43.3 
per  cent  and  48.3  per  cent,  respectively. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  range  from  12.1  per  cent 
in  Mifflintown  to  27,5  por  cent  in  Mifflin.  Unemplojmient  in  unincorporated 
communities  amounted  to  21,7  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  employable  persons.

The  employable  population  is  overv/heLmingly  native  v.’hite,  99,2  per  cent 
being  of  this  nativity.  Only  twenty  native  colored  and  eleven  foreign  born  em- 
ployables were  enumerated. 

V/omen  comprised  21.1  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  25.2  per  cent  of 
the  unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  25,0  per  cent  were  unemployed  as 
compared  with  19.9  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  The  difference  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  a larger  percentage  of  unemployed  females  were  seeking  v/ork 
jfor  the  first  time,  47,5  per  cent  as  compared  with  19.9  per  cent  of  the  unemployed 
males.  Thus,  approximately  one  out  of  every  two  women  listed  as  unemployed  had 
never  been  previously  employed  as  contrasted  to  only  one  out  of  every  five  males. 
Only  12.0  per  cent  of  the  female  employables  were  employed  part  time  as  compared 
with  17,7  per  cent  of  the  male  employables. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  thirty-nine  unemployed 
white  collar  workers  who  spent  two  iveeks  visiting  2,067  households.  Tables 
presented  herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons, 
the  number  of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the 
number  unemployed  previously  employed,  and  the  niomber  unemployed  not  previously 
employed,  classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupation- 
al, industrial  and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  v/ages,  and  the  duration 
of  unemployment  will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Of  the  5,438  employable  parsons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Totter 
County,  22.2  per  cent,  or  1,207,  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  G5.9  per  cent,  or 
3,582,  were  employed  full  time;  and  11,9  per  cent,  or  G49 , were  employed  part  tine. 
These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemplo^’ment  conducted  by  the  Dep'artment  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  the  Sta.te  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered 
completely  every  borough  in  thvD  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities 
of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

Tile  survey  revealed  minor  population  decreases  from  Airil  1930  to 
April  1934  in  most  of  the  boroughs  of  the  county,  Tne  population  of  all  boroughs 
in  the  county  dropped  from  8,083  in  1930  to  7,755  in  1934,  a decline  of  4.1  per  cent. 
Galeton,  with  1,928  inhabitants,  showed  the  largest  decrease;  namely,  12.4  per  cent. 
Coudersport,  the  largest  borough,  showed  no  change. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  range  from  15,6  per  cent  in 
Coudersport  to  34,8  per  cent  in  Oswayo.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  largest 
borough,  Coudersport,  showed  tiie  smallest  percentage  of  unemployment  and  the  small- 
est borough,  Osv/ayo,  reported  the  largest  percentage  of  un-3Tiplo;^mient .

Of  41,579  employable  persons  en'omerated  during  April,  1934  in  liorthonber- 
land  County,  33. S per  cent,  or  13,786,  vjere  unemployed  seeking  '.Torl:;  53. 0 per  cent, 
or  21,618,  vrere  employed  full  time;  and  14.8  per  cent,  or  6,175,  .'.’ere  employed  part 
i time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
I covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorp- 

I 

orated  communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a decrease  in  the  population  of  ail  incorporated 
communities  from  79,356  in  1930  to  76,949  in  1934,  a decrease  of  2,407,  or  3.0  per 
cent.  The  largest  population  declines  were  in  Sunbur./  and  Hilton.  Sunbury  had 
14,361  residents  in  1934,  a decrease  from  1930  of  1,265,  or  8.1  per  cent.  Llilton 
had  7,866  residents  in  1934,  a decrease  of  686,  or  6.0  per  cent  from  1930.  Shamokin 
and  Mount  Carmel  showed  only  minor  losses. 

In  the  unincorporated  communities,  39.7  per  cent  of  the  employables 
enumerated  were  unemployed  as  compared  with  30.5  per  cent  in  the  boroughs  and  Sunbury, 
Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  and  Sunbury,  the  only  city,  range  from 
12,2  per  cent  for  Herndon  to  40.3  per  cent  for  Kulpmont.  Shaiaokin,  the  largest 
community  in  the  county,  and  Mount  Carmel  had  high  percentages  of  unemployment; 
namely  37.9  per  cent  and  33.9  per  cent.  Thus,  more  than  one  out  of  every  three  em- 
ployable persons  in  Shamokin  and  Mount  Camol  where  without  employment  and  seeking 
work.

Northumberland  County,  with  an  area  of  372  square  miles,  is  located  in 
the  central  part  of  the  State  with  the  Susquehanna  River  forming  its  '.western  bound- 
ary. There  is  found  here  a diversification  of  industry.  The  middle  anthracite  co^l 
basin  has  its  estern  end  in  Northumberland  County.  There  are  many  productive  fanos 
in  the  county.  >iaiorig  the  chief  products  of  the  county's  factories  are  bolts,  nuts, 
rashers,  rivets,  furniture,  cigars,  shirts,  and  silk  :.ncl  rayon  products. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white,  91.1  per  cent  of 
the  employables  enumberetod  being  of  this  nativity.  There  were  3,538  foreign  born 
and  ninety-eight  native  colored  employes  enumerated.  The  foreign  born  are  concen- 
trated in  Mount  Camel  and  Shamokin,  udiich  are  in  the  anthracite  coal  belt.  7/hile 
the  native  white  and  foreign  born  employables  have  practically  equal  percentages  of 
their  numbers  employed,  the  latter  group  shoi.'ed  56.0  per  cent  working  full  time  as 


compared  v;ith  51.6  per  cent  of  the  native  ..’hite. 

V/omen  comprised  21,9  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  21.8  per  cent  of  the 
total  unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  32.9  per  cent  were  unemployed  as 
compared  with  33.2  per  cent  of  the  male  employables. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  181  unemployed  white 
collar  'workers  v/ho  spent  three  i/eeks  visiting  25,448  households.  Tables  presented 
herewith  sho'.;  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  nun^bor 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  tine,  the  number  unemployed 
previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  age 
distribution  of  '..orkers,  median  i.agos,  and  tho  duration  of  unomploynent  will  appoar 
in  later  bulletins.

UN51.1PLGYVENT  IN  SNYDSIG  COUNTY 
APRIL  15,  1934. 

Preliminary  Results 

Of  4,611  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April,  1934  in  Snyder  County, 
20,7  per  cent,  or  954,  were  uneruployed  seeking  work;  60.9  per  cent,  or  2,607,  were 
eraployed  full  tLae;  and  18,4  per  cent,  or  650,  Wt;re  employed  part  time.  These  fig- 
ures are  based  on  a survey  of  unanployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research 
and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  completely 
every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  coimunities  of  a com- 
mercial or  industrial  chart^ctcr. 

The  survey  revealed  population  increases  in  all  of  the  five  Snyder  County 
boroughs  since  1930.  The  largest  proportionate  gain  was  recorded  in  Beavertown, 
where  the  number  of  inhabitants  increased  from  604  in  1930  to  761  in  1934,  a gain 
of  26.0  per  cent.  For  all  boroughs  combined,  the  population  increased  3.6  per  cent 
during  the  four  year  interval. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  tho  boroughs  range  from  11.4  per  cent  in 
Beavortown  to  20.9  per  cent  in  Middleburg.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  low- 
est percentage  of  unomploynent  is  found  in  the  borough  showing  the  most  marked  pop- 
ulation increase.  In  Boavortov/n,  96.5  per  cent  of  the  eniployablo  women  were  ’i.'ork- 
ing.

Snyder  County,  with  an  area  of  317  square  miles,  is  located  in  the  central 
part  of  the  State,  with  the  Susquehanna  River  forming  its  eastern  boundary.  The 
productive  valleys  support  diversified  agriculture,  which  is  the  dominant  industry 
in  the  county.  Fruit-growing  accounts  for  a considerable  portion  of  farm  income, 
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There  is 


and  placer  the  county  tenth  in  the  State  in  the  prodv.ction  of  reached, 
also  some  industrial  activity  including  the  manufacture  of  silk,  textile  products, 
and  leotner  goods. 

'Phe  employable  population  is  ovei'v.’helmingiy  native  v.’hite,  99.8  rur  cent 
of  the  employable  persons  enumer^^ued  being  of  this  nativity.  No  native  colored 
and  only  nine  foreign  born  employables  v/ere  enumerated. 

Women  comprised  18.4  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  only  13.5  per  cent 
of  the  unemployed.  Only  15.0  per  cent  of  the  female  employables  were  unemployed 
as  compared  with  2f.O  per  cent  of  the  males.  The  higher  percentage  of  emr loyed 
females  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  local  sil3^  mills,  shirt  factories, 
and  similar  plants  employ  mostly  v,'o.:ien.  The  number  of  females  working  part  time 
exceeded  the  number  unemployed,  whereas  more  of  the  male  employables  v;ere  unemploy- 
ed than  were  ,vorking  part  time. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  vuenty-seven  unemployed 
v/hite  collar  v;orkers  \;ho  spent  t..o  'u'oeks  visiting  3,499  households.  Tables  present- 
ed herewith  shov;  the  urban  population,  the  nmaber  of  employable  persons,  the  number 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  mimber  employed  part  tirae,  the  number  unemploy- 
ed previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial  and  age 
distribution  of  workers,  median  .ages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  wull  appear 
in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 

Of  18,0C7  emuloyable  persons  enumerated  during  April,  1934  in  Somerset 
County,  24.4  per  cent,  or  4,415,  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  67.0  per  cent,  or 
12,112,  were  employed  full  time;  and  8.G  per  cent,  or  1,560,  v:ere  employed  part  time. 
These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  oy  the  Department  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Scaergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  com- 
pletely every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  cormimnities  of 
a commercial  or  industrial  nature. 

The  survey  revealed  a population  increase  of  542  persons,  or  1.7  per  cent, 
in  Somerset  County  boroughs  since  the  1930  Jnited  States  Census,  ivleyarsdale  and 
Somerset  increased  in  population  by  5,9  per  cent  and  3.5  per  cent,  respectively. 
Rockwood  shov;ed  the  most  narked  increase  having  1,324  residents  in  1934,  and  increase 
of  148,  or  12,6  per  cent  from  1930. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  varied  v.'idely  in  the  different  boroughs 
ranging  from  14.4  per  cent  in  Paint  to  60.5  per  cent  in  New  Baltimore.  In  10  of  the 
23  boroughs  in  the  county  over  one-third  of  the  employables  v;ere  unemployed  seeking 
work.  An  interesting  disclosure  v/as  the  low  percentage  of  unemplojmient  in  the  two 
largest  boroughs,  Somerset  19,0  per  cent  and  Vmndber  14.9  per  cent.  In  contrast, 
Ursina,  a small  community  dependent  upon  the  operation  of  the  near-by  bituminous 
coal  mines,  had  56.7  per  cent  unemployed.  Percentages  of  unemployment  for  boroughs 
of  Somerset  are:

southi/estern  part  of  the  State.  It  extends  from  the  tvcstarn  slope  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains  to  the  Laurel  Mountains.  The  county  is  not  •.:eil  adapted  for  general 
agriculture  although,  in  1955,  it  ranked  third  in  the  State  in  potato  production. 
Dairying  is  an  important  industry,  as  is  shouci  by  the  fact  that  the  county  also 
ranked  third  in  the  production  of  butter,  Bitvcninous  coal  mining,  the  principal 
industry,  provides  employment  for  many  inhabitants. 

The  employable  population  is  largely  native  \;hite.  Of  the  18,087  employ- 
ables enumerated,  83.0  per  cent  mere  of  this  nativity,  16.7  per  cent  mere  foreign 
born,  and  0.3  per  cent  ‘./ere  native  colored.  The  foreign  born  employables  -sere  66.7 
per  cent  employed  as  compared  '.;ith  7£.9  psi"  cent  of  the  native  irhite  employables. 
The  foreign  born  group  also  shov;ed  a much  higher  percentage  of  morkors  employed 
full  time. 


V/omen  comprised  17.6  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  22,5  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  51.3  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  compared 
with  22.9  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  The  difference  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  a larger  percentage  of  ^unemployed  females  '..fere  seeking  their  first  jobs. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  seventy-three  unemployed 
white  collar  workers  'who  spent  thirteen  days  visiting  11,766  households.  Tables 
presentad  herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  nomber  of  employable  persons, 
the  number  of  persons  amployed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number 
unemployed  previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed, 
classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial 
and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment 
will  appear  Ln  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  6,016  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Bedford  County, 
30,6  per  cent,  or  1,839, were  unemployed  seeking  work;  47.2  per  cent,  or  2,839,  were 
employed  full  time;  and  22.2  per  cent,  or  1,336,  were  ei^iployed  part  tine.  These 
figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research 
and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  Tne  survey  covered  completely 
every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities  of  a commer- 
cial or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a population  increase  of  155,  or  1.7  per  cent,  in  the 
boroughs  of  Bedford  County  since  the  1930  United  States  Census.  Bedford,  the  larg- 
est borough,  decreased  from  2,953  in  1950  to  2,396  in  1934,  a loss  of  57  inhabitants, 
or  1,9  per  cent.  Everett  and  Saxton  increased  in  population  by  6.2  per  cent  and  6.5 
per  cent,  respectively.  Woodbury  had  the  largest  relative  population  increase. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  varied  in  the  different  boroughs  from  25.1  per 
cent  in  Woodbury  to  57.1  per  cent  in  Manns  Choice.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  lowest  percentage  of  unemployment  vvas  found  in  the  borough  showing  the  greatest 
percentage  of  population  incroNOSo.  Relatively  low  percentages  of  unemployment  were 
found  in  Bedford  and  Evo'rett,  the  two  largest  boroughs,  25,2  per  cent  and  24.3  per 
cent,  respectively.

) boundary.  A.7;riculture  is  an  important  industry  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  in 
1933  the  county  ranked  fifth  in  the  State  in  the  production  of  rye,  eighth  in  swine, 

• ninth  in  sheep,  and  twelfth  in  corn  and  barley,  Bit’ominous  coal  minin'  provides 
some  enLplo:ymient  opportunities.  There  is  also  some  industrial  activity,  the  princi- 
pal products  of  the  county,  other  than  coal  and  agricultural  products,  being  crushed 
stone,  men’s  clothing,  and  planing-mill  products, 

Tlie  employable  population  is  predominant, ly  native  white,  5,793  employables, 
or  97,0  per  cent  of  those  who  were  enumerated,  being  of  this  nativity.  Only  1,6 
per  cent  were  native  colored  and  1,4  per  cent  foreign  born, 

Women  comprised  28,3  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  23,5  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  32,0  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  compared 
with  30,2  per  cent  of  the  male  employables,  'Ese  difference  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  a larger  percentage  of  unemployed  females  v/ere  seeking  their  first  jobs, 
namely  39,9  per  cent  as  compared  with  only  17.9  per  cent  of  the  unemploj^ed  males. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  thirty-nine  unesiployed 
Vifhite  collar  workers  \7ho  spent  ten  days  visiting  4,273  households.  Tables  present- 
ed herev/ith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  OiTiployablc  persons,  the  number 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed 
previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  age 
distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will  appear 
in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 

Of  14,649  employahle  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Cravrford 
County,  19,1  per  cent,  or  2,800,  were  unemployed  seeking:'  work;  69.5  per  cent,  or 
10,182,  were  eni^loyed  full  time;  and  11*4  per  cent,  or  1,667,  were  employed  part 
jtirae.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  suin^cy 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unin- 
corporated communities  of  a commercial  or  ind^istrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a total  population  decrease  of  1,086  persons,  or  5,5 
per  cent,  in  all  the  Crawford  County  boroughs  and  cities  since  1930,  Tlie  two  cities, 
Meadville  and  Titusville,  decreased  in  population  3.2  per  cent  and  9,7  per  cent, 
respectively.  The  population  of  Gambridgo  Springs  changed  only  slightly  and  an  in- 
crease of  4,7  per  cent  v;as  recorded  for  Linesville,  For  the  other  incorporated  com- 
munities slight  population  changes  were  recorded,  generally  small  increases. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  in  the  boroughs  a.nd  cities  ranged  from  12,6  per 
cent  in  Meadville  to  36,1  per  cent  in  Hydetov/n.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
lowest  percentage  of  unemployment  is  found  in  the  largest  city.  The  surveys  revealed

CraT.’foi'd  County,  with  an  area  of  1,058  square  nilos,  is  located  in  the 
northwestern  part  of  the  State,  its  v/estern  boundary  being  the  Ohio  State  Line. 

The  county  lies  in  the  western  oil  and  gas  belt.  The  first  producing  oil  well  in 
the  United  States  struck  oil  near  Titusville  on  August  28,  1850.  Agriculture  is 
the  loading  industry.  The  chief  crops  are  corn,  buckwheat,  and  potatoes.  The 

cultivation  of  tame  hay  and  oats  is  also  important,  the  county  ranking  second  and 
third,  respectively,  in  the  State  in  acreage  of  these  forage  crops.  The  county 
ranks  second  in  the  State  in  the  total  number  of  cattle,  and  fourth  in  number  of 
horses.  Manufacturing  provides  employment  for  a largo  percentage  of  the  urban 
population,  the  chief  products  being  needles,  pins,  hoo]-:s  and  eyes,  brass,  boilers, 
tanlcs,  stacks  and  drums,  iron  and  steel  forgings,  lubricating  oils  and  greases,  gaso- 
line, kerosene,  and  fuel  oil. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  14,649 
employables  onumere.tod,  95.2  per  cent  wore  of  this  nativity,  5.2  per  cent  were  foreign 
born,  and  1.6  per  cent  were  native  colored.  Over  80,0  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born 
and  native  colored  nativity  classes  resided  in  the  turn  cities,  Meadvillc  and  TitusviLh 

Yeomen  comprised  25,7  per  cent  of  the  oiiployablos  and  24,0  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Only  17.9  per  cent  of  the  female  employables  were  unemployed  as  compared 
with  19.5  per  cent  of  the  males.  More  than  37.0  per  cent  of  the  unemployed  women 
had  never  had  jobs  compared  v/ith  18.1  per  cent  of  the  unemployed  mles.  Only  11.1 
per  cent  of  the  female  employables  ’vorc  out  of  v;ork  through  the  loss  of  jobs.  Al- 
most 15,0  per  cent  of  the  male  cirployablos , however,  vcto  unemployed  tliraigh  the  loss 
of  jobs. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  seventy-four  unemployed 
vdiito  collar  workers  who  spent  thirteen  days  visiting  10,342  households.  Tables 
presented  herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  omplojuble  persons,  the 
number  of  persons  employed  fu.ll  time,  the  number  employed  part  tii'ie,  the  number  unem- 
ployed previously  employed  and  the  nunber  unompl03ud  not  previously  employed, 
classified  by  sox  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  in- 
dustrial, and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  v;agcs,  and  the  duration  of  unem- 
ployment will  appear  in  later  bullotins.

UNEMPLOYMENT  III  BLAIR  COUNTS 
.APRIL  15,  1954 
Preliminary  Results 


Of  45,888  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1954  in  Blair 
County,  25.8  per  cent,  or  11,817,  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  50.7  per  cent, 
or  22,264,  were  employed  full  time:  and  23.5  per  cent,  oi'  ]L0,807,  were  employed 
part  tim.e.  These  figures  are  based  on  a siu-vey  of  unemploym.ent  conducted  b>"  the 
Department  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  Steto  Emergency  Relief  Boai-d.  The 
survey  covered  completely  every  city  and  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition, 
unincorporated  coiamunitias  of  a eonimercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revoalod  a population  decrease,  since  the  1950  United  States 
Census,  of  2,762  persons,  or  2.6  per  cent,  in  the  incorporated  communities  of 
Blair  County.  Altoona  had  78,645  residents  in  1954,  a decrease  since  1S30  of 
3,409,  or  4.2  per  cent.  Duncansville  had  1,264  I'esidents  in  ]9o4,  a decrease  of 
115,  or  8.3  per  cent  since  1950.  In  all  of  the  remaining  boroughs,  wiuh  the  ex- 
ception of  Holliday sburg,  .vhere  a decrease  of  0.7  poi-  cent  was  noted,  population 
gains  were  recorded.  The  largest  relative  gain  vfas  recorded  in  Williamsburg, 
where  the  nnmiber  of  inhabitants  increased  from  1,898  in  1950  to  2,586  in  1934, 


a gain  of  25.7  per  cent. 

In  the  unincorporated,  communities,  55,5  per  cent  of  tiie  employables 
enumerated  were  unemployed  as  compared  'with  24.4  per  cent  in  the  incorporated 
communities.  Percentages  of  unemploymorit  fox'*  incorporated  communities  ranged  from 
16.6  per  cent  in  Martinsburg  to  55.0  per  cent  in  Pellcvifood.  The  percentage  of 
unemployment  in  Altoona  v.aas  24.1  per  cent.  Percentages  of  oiriployment  for  the

Blai.r  County,  with  an  area  of  555  square  r;;ilcs,  i.s  in  the  Allegheny 
Mountain  section,  southv/est  of  the  center  of  the  State.  The  rugged,  mountainous 
nature  of  the  land  has  hampered  the  development  of  agriculture  which  is  limited  to 
the  valleys.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  s?iops  located  in  Altoona  provide  a sub- 
stantial amount  of  employment.  There  is  some  bituminous  coal  mining,  but  the 
principal  income  of  the  county  is  derived  from,  manufacturing  industries.  Among 
the  more  important  conunoditios  produced  are  printing  paper  and  pulp  products,  rail- 
way cars  and  parts,  meats,  and  silk  and  r^yon  goods. 

The  employaole  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  employ- 
ables enumerated,  95.1  per  cent  v/ere  of  this  nativity,  5.9  per  cent  were  foreign 

born,  o.nd  1.0  per  cent  were  native  colored.  The  foreign  born,  most  of  whom  reside 

in  Altoona,  were  84.9  per  cent  empj.oyed  as  compared  with  only  73.7  per  cent  of  the 
native  white  employables.  However,  50.9  per  cent  of  the  native  white  employables 
v/ere  working  full  timu  as  compared  with  48.1  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born  employables. 
Of  the  latter,  36.8  per  cent  were  working  part  time  and  15.1  per  cent  were  unemployed. 
Of  the  native  white  group,  22.8  per  cent  v/ere  working  part  time  and  26.3  per  cent 
were  unem.ployed. 

Women  comprised  20.9  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  29.3  per  cent  of 
the  unemployed.  Of  the  female  em.ployables,  56.0  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  com- 
pared with  23.0  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  Part  time  employment  accounted 
for  26.4  per  cent  of  the  male  employables  and  only  13.0  per  cent  of  the  female 
employables. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  171  unemployed  white 
collar  v/orkers  v/ho  spent  three  weeks  visiting  30,895  households.  Tables  presented 
herewith  shov;  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  number 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed 
previously  employed  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  ty  sex  and 
nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupation,  industrial,  and  age  distribution 
of  v/orkers,  median  wages  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will  appear  in  later 


bulletins.

APRIL  15,  1934 
Preliminary  Results 


Of  47,529  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934,  26.6  per  cent, 
or  12,660,  were  unemployed  seeking  v/ork;  54.1  per  cent,  or  25,717,  were  employed 
full  time;  and  19.3  per  cent,  or  9,152,  were  employed  part  time.  These  figures  are 
based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research  and  Statis- 
tics of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  completely  every  city 
and  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities  of  a commer- 
cial or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a total  population  decrease  of  5,281  persons,  or  4.5 
per  cent,  in  all  the  Beaver  County  boroughs  and  cities  since  1930.  The  majority  of 
the  municipalities  showed  decreases  in  population,  among  these  being  New  Brighton, 
Ambridge,  Beaver  Falls,  Aliquippa  and  Rochester  with  decreases  of  9.3  per  cent,  8.9 
per  cent,  8.6  per  cent,  6.6  per  cent,  and  4.3  per  cent,  respectively.  Monaca  in- 
creased in  population  from  4,641  in  1930  to  6,627  in  1934.  An  increase  of  1,986  or 
42.8  per  cent.  The  borough  limits  of  Monaca  have  been  extended  since  1930,  and  the 
increase  in  population  is  probably  due  in  large  part  to  this  extension. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  cities  and  boroughs  of  Beaver  County 
varied  widely,  ranging  from  10,9  per  cent  in  Midland  to  53.7  per  cent  in  Homewood, 

In  Aliquippa  and  iynbridge,  the  two  largest  cities  in  the  county,  percentages  of  26.3 
per  cent  and  21.0  per  cent,  respectively  were  recorded.  Percentages  for  all  the 
cities  and  boroughs  of  Beaver  County  are:

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In  the  unincorporated  coronunitioa , vhich  uoro  enuia-rntcd , 3C.9  per  Cjnt  of 
the  empioya-bles  wore  unemployed  seeking  work,  as  compared  with  kC.v5  per  cent  in  tiie 
boroughs  and  cities, 

Beaver  County,  with  an  area  of  429  square  miles,  is  located  in  the  extreme 
western  i^art  of  the  State,  The  Ohio  River,  Big  Beaver  River,  and  other  streams,  have 
been  important  factors  in  the  development  of  the  county,  providing  water  po'.ver  and 
easy  communication  through  their  valleys,  Beaver  County,  by  vituro  of  location,  has 
become  an  ir.ipoi'tant  manufacturing  center.  The  chief  commodities  produced  aro  oipes 
and  tubing,  billets,  blooms  and  slabs,  pig  iron,  iron  and  steel  sheets,  tar  and  by- 
product coke. 

The  employable  population  is  largely  native  vrhite,  although  foreign  born 
and  colored  persons  constitute  a substantial  portion  of  the  population.  Of  the 
47,529  employables  enuiaorated,  72.3  per  cent  wero  native  k/hite,  23,0  per  cent  were 
foreign  born,  and  4,7  per  cent  w^re  natiV'j  colored,  Tlic  foreign  born  employables 
were  81.5  per  cent  employed,  51,7  per  cent  working  full  time,  and  29.8  per  cent 
v^orking  part  time.  Only  71,3  per  cent  of  the  native  vjhito  emidoyables  were  employed 
but  56,0  per  cent  were  ’.'orking  full  time  and  only  15.3  per  cent  ’v;ere  working  part 
time, 

VIomen  comprised  20.3  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  3G.4  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  47,8  per  cent  unmuployod  as  compared 

with  21,3  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  However,  41,6  per  cent  of  the  4,608  un- 
employed women  were  seeking  their  first  jobs  while  only  24.7  per  cent  of  the  8,052 
unemployed  men  were  similarly  classified. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  197  unemployed  white  collar 
workers  who  spent  over  two  weeks  visiting  27,792  households.  Tables  present'^d  here- 
with show  the  urban  population,  the  nuiaer  of  employable  persons,  the  number  of  per- 
sons employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  pari:  time,  the  number  unemployed  pre- 
viously employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  pi-eviously  employed,  classified  by 
sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  age 
distribution  of  v/orkers , median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  \7ill  appear 
in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  the  58,693  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Erie 


County,  30.7  per  cent,  or  18,042,  v:ere  unemployed  seeking  ".’oric;  52,3  per  cent,  or 
30,679,  ivere  eiiii»loyed  full  time;  and  17.0  per  cent,  or  9,972  ivore  employed  part  tLme, 
These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemplo:',mient  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  com- 
pletely every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  coiamun- 
ities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a decrease  in  the  total  population  of  the  combined 
municipalities  of  Erie  County,  from  141, 9C6  enumerated  in  the  1930  United  States 
Census  to  132,100  in  1934,  a decrease  of  9,806  or  6.9  per  cent.  Erie,  the  largest 
city,  dropped  from  115,967  in  1930  to  105,818  in  1934,  a decline  of  10,149  or  8,8  per 
cent,  Tlius  Erie  alone  lost  more  residents  than  did  all  the  other  municipalities  in 
Erie  County  combined.  The  only  other  city,  Corry,  also  shovved  a decline,  which  amount 
ed  to  7,1  per  cent.  All  the  remaining  municipalities,  with  the  exception  of  Cranes- 
ville,  Girard,  and  Platea,  revealed  population  increases. 


Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  varied  v/idely 


ranging  from  13,5  per  cent  in  Uattsburg  to  45,6  per  cent  in  Elgin.  Erie  had  a high 
percentage  of  unemployed  workers  seeking  work,  namely,  32.3  per  cent.  Another  one 
sixth  had  only  part  time  emplejment.  Percentages  of  unemployment  for  all  the  boroughs 
and  cities  in  Erie  County  are:

The  unincorporated  comiiiunities  in  Erie  County,  vjhicri  u’ere  enunerated,  re- 
vealed a smaller  percentage  of  unemployment  than  did  the  boroughs  and  cities,  25.7 
per  cent  as  compared  vdth  31.1  per  cent. 

Erie  County,  v;ith  an  area  of  781  square  miles,  is  located  in  the  extreme 
northwestern  part  of  the  State,  the  northern  boundary  being  Lake  Erie.  Agriculture 
is  important,  the  county  ranking  sixth  in  the  State  in  the  production  of  potatoes, 
peaches,  and  apples;  seventh  in  cattle  and  tame  hay,  and  eighth  in  buck’wheat . Erie 
County  is  also  well  known  for  the  production  of  grapes  and  cabbage.  Factories  pro- 
vide employment  for  the  majority  of  the  county’s  v^orkers.  Among  the  more  important 
commodities  produced  are  electrical  machinery,  apparatus,  and  supplies,  stationery, 
steel  forgings,  boilers,  tanks,  furniture,  washing  laachines , plumbing  supplies,  rub- 
ber products,  and  sole  leather. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  58,693 
employables  enumerated,  86.9  per  cent  were  of  this  nativity,  12.2  per  cent  were 
foreign  born,  and  0.9  per  cent  were  native  colored.  It  is  interest  to  note  that 
53,6  per  cent  of  the  native  xdiite  employables  were  employed  full  time  compared  ^.'ith 
44,2  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born  employables.  More  than  87,8  per  cent  of  the 
foreign  born  employables  resided  in  Erie. 

Women  comprised  25,1  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  28,5  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  feraale  employables,  34.9  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  compared 
'With  S9,3  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  However,  only  55.8  per  cent  of  the 
5,146  unemployed  females  were  unemployed  due  to  loss  of  employment;  the  remainder 
were  new  workers.  Of  the  12,896  unemployed  males,  79.6  per  cent  had  previously  been 
employed,  and  20,4  per  cent  were  new  workers. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  285  unemployed  \;hite  collar 
1/orkers  who  spent  two  \;eexr  visiting  36,610  households.  Tables  presented  herev/itii 
show  the  urban  population,  the  trambor  of  employable  persons,  the  number  of  nersons 
employed  full  time,  the  mainber  employed  part  tine,  the  nimibor  unemployed  previously 
employed,  and  the  n'umber  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and 
nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  ago  distribution 
of  'Workers,  median  \JagGS,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will  appear  in  later

I reliminary  Results 


Of  164,211  QTiployable  persons  enumerated  during  April  1934  in  Luzerne 
County,  31.2  per  cent,  or  51,159,  were  unemployed  seeking  v/ork;  54.7  per  cent,  or 
89,831,  were  employed  ful],  time;  and  14.1  per  cent,  or  25,221,  were  employed  part 
time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Depart 
ment  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincor- 
porated comraunities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a decrease  in  the  total  population  of  the  combined 
municipalities  of  Luzerne  County  from  527,620  enumerated  in  the  1930  United  States 
Census  to  315,548  in  1954,  a decrease  of  12,072,  -or  3.7  per  cent.  Wilkes  Barrc , 
the  largest  city,  dropred  from  86,626  in  1930  to  80,292  in  1934,  a decline  of 
6,334,  or  7.3  per  cent.  The  larger  municipalities  shov/ed  population  decreases 
as.  follows:  Hazleton  1.0  per  cent,  Nanticoko  2.3  per  cent,  PCingston  3.2  per  cent, 
Pitts ton  4.5  per  cent,  and  Plymouth  2,9  per  cent. 

Percentages  of  unemplo;^'ment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  varied  widely, 
ranging  from  14,0  per  cent  in  Dallas  to  77.2  per  cent  in  Yatesville.  The  nercont- 
age  of  unemployment  in  Lilkes  Ba.rre  was  31.7  por  cent,  in  Hazl.^ton,  26.0  per  cent, 
and  in  Nanticoko,  19.5  per  cent.  Percentag'js  of  unemployment  for  all  the  cities 
and  boroughe-  in  Luzerne  County  are:

Luzerne  County,  wmth  an  area  of  892  square  miles  is  located  in  the  north- 
eastern part  of  the  State  in  the  middle  anthracite  coal  basin.  The  raining  of 
anthracite  coal  is  by  far  the  most  important  industry.  Agriculture  is  not  carried 
on  extensively  because  of  the  rugged  land  and  extensive  coal  mining  operations. 

Apples,  however,  are  raised  in  abundance,  the  county  ranking  third  in  the  State  in 
the  production  of  this  crop.  Industry  furnishes  employment  for  many  residents, 
among  the  chief  commodities  produced  being  silk  and  rayon  goods,  silk  yarns,  lace 
curtains,  wire  and  wire  products,  cigars,  and  machinery  and  parts. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  wnite.  Of  the  employables 
enumerated,  82.8  per  cent  were  of  this  nativity,  17.0  per  cent  were  foreign  born, 
and  0.2  per  cent  were  native  colored. 

’Women  comprised  22.9  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  22.7  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  31.0  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  compared 
with  31.2  per  cent  of  the  male  employables. 

This  report  V7as  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  934  unemployed  white  collar 
workers  v?ho  spent  17  days  visiting  91,826  households.  Tables  presented  herewith  show 
the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  nu.mber  of  persons  employ- 
ed full  time,  the  nuiuber  employed  part  tiiae,  the  number  unemployed  previously  employ- 
ed and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and  nativity. 
Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  age  distribution  of  workers, 
median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  ^uiemployment  will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  the  10,409  employables  enumerated  during  April,  1934  in  Huntingdon 
County,  24,9  per  cent,  or  2,595  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  56,3  per  cent,  or 
5,860,  were  employed  full  time;  and  18.8  per  cent,  or  1,954,  were  employed  part  time 
These  figures  arc  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered 
completely  every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  communities 
of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  decreases  between  April  1930  and  April  1934  in  the 
population  of  Huntingdon  and  Mount  Union,  the  two  largest  boroughs,  amounting  to 
1.0  per  cent  and  4.9  per  cent,  respectively.  All  the  remaining  boroughs,  with  the 
exception  of  Marklesburg,  Orbisonia,  and  Rockhill  revealed  inci-eases  in  population. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  varied  widely,  ranging  from 
15,6  per  cent  in  Huntingdon  to  44,3  per  cent  in  Shade  Gap.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  lowest  percentage  of  unemployment  was  recorded  in  the  largest  borough 
of  the  county,  Huntingdon,  in  which  69,8  per  cent  of  the  employables  were  working 
full  time.  Percentages  foj'  each  of  the  boroughs  in  Huntingdon  County  are:

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In  the  unincorporated  cocrnunitios  which  were  enumerated,  P.8.9  per  cent 
of  the  employables  were  unemployed  seeking  work  as  compared  with  23.3  per  cent  in 
the  boroughs . 

Huntingdon  County,  with  an  area  of  918  square  miles,  is  located  in  the 
central  part  of  the  State.  Iron-processing  was  once  the  principal  industry  but  now 
coal  mining,  quarrying,  manufacturing,  and  agriculture  are  the  chief  pursuits. 

The  extraction  of  natural  resources,  among  which  are  fire-clay,  bituminous  coal, 
ganister  rock,  and  glass  sand,  and  industries  which  process  these  products,  provide 
the  bulk  of  industrial  emplo^/nent.  Agriculture  is  limited  by  the  rugged  topography, 
but  some  cattle,  sheep,  and  swine  are  raised.  Among  the  comniodities  produced  in 
the  county  are  terra  cotta  and  fire-clay  products,  ganister  brick,  bituminous  coal, 
glass  sand,  silk  and  rayon  thread,  and  stationery  goods. 

The  employable  population  is  overwhelmingly  native  white.  Of  the  10,409 
employables  enumerated,  94.0  per  cent  were  of  this  nativity;  3.4  per  cent  were 
foreign  born;  and  2.6  per  cent  were  native  colored.  The  foreign  born  employables 
were  80.5  per  cent  employed,  51.8  per  cent  working  full  time,  and  28.7  per  cent 
working  part  time.  Only  75.2  per  cent  of  the  native  white  employables  were  employed 
with  57.3  per  cent  working  full  time  and  only  17.9  per  cent  working  part  time. 

Women  comprised  23.7  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  23.8  per  cent  of 
the  unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  25.0  per  cent  were  unemployed  as  com- 
pared with  24.9  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  However,  if  new  workers  are 
excluded,  women  had  the  lowest  unemployment.  Of  the  617  unemployed  females,  40.8 
per  cent  were  seeking  their  first  jobs,  while  of  the  1,978  unemployed  males,  only 
15.9  per  cent  were  new  Viforkers.  The  high  percentage  of  employed  females  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  local  textile  mills  employ  mostly  v/omen. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  87  unemployed  white 
collar  workers  who  spent  over  three  weeks  visiting  6,972  households.  Tables 
presented  herewith  shov;  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons, 
the  niimber  of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  nuiuber  employed  part  time,  the 
number  unemployed  previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously 
employed,  classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational, 
industrial,  and  age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of 
unemployment  will  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  the  SO, 572  employable  persons  en’omerated  during  A'  ril,  1934,  in  Cumber 
land  County,  17.9  per  cent,  or  3,674,  were  unemployed  seeking  vjork;  65.7  per  cent, 
or  13,514,  were  employed  full  time;  and  16.4  per  cent,  or  3,3o4,  were  employed  part 
time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemploiyment  conducted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincor- 
porated communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  a decrease  in  the  total  population  of  the  combined 
municipalities  of  Cumberland  County,  from  40,495  enumerated  in  the  1930  United 
States  Census  to  39,339  in  1934,  a difference  of  1,156,  or  2.9  per  cent.  Llechanics 
burg  decreased  in  population  from  5,647  in  1930  to  4,803  in  1934,  a decline  of  844, 
or  14.9  per  cent.  Carlis'le  and  the  other  boroughs  indicate  only  slight  population 
changes . 

Percentages  of  unemployment  foi'  the  boroughs  range  from  9.1  per  cent  in 
Camp  Hill  to  30.2  per  cent  in  7/est  Eairview,  Camp  Hill  also  reported  the  smallest 
percentage  of  part  time  employment,  only  8.8  per  cent.  Carlisle  and  Mechanicsburg 
showed  percentages  of  16.7  per  cent  and  20.7  per  cent,  respectively.  Percentages 
for  all  the  boroughs  in  Cumberland  County  are:

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Cumberland  County,  with  an  area  of  528  square  miles,  is  located  ir.  the 


south  central  part  of  the  State.  Although  one  of  the  sraallei'  counties  in  the  State, 
Cumberland  County  stands  fourth  in  the  production  of  rye,  fiftn  in  'Winter  nheat, 
and  sixth  in  corn.  Manufacturing  industries  provide  emplo^/ment  for  a largo  number 
of  the  county's  workers.  The  chief  corrL.iodities  produced  are  carpets  and  rug::, 
silk  and  rayon  goods,  shirts,  shoes,  and  steel  castings,  including  railway  frogs 
and  switches. 

The  employable  population  is  overwhelmingly  native  white.  Of  the  20,572 
employable  persons  enumerated,  19,723,  or  96.4  per  cent,  were  of  this  nativity; 

2.8  per  cent  were  native  colored;  and  only  O.S  per  cent  were  foreign  born.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  38,2  per  cent  of  the  total  native  colored  employables 
were  unemployed  seeking  work  compared  with  only  17.3  per  cent  of  the  native  white 
employables.  Of  the  native  colored  employables,  40,7  per  cent  were  working  full  time 
and  21.1  per  cent  vrere  working  part  time,  a total  of  61.8  per  cent  having  jobs. 

In  comparison,  66.4  per  cent  of  the  native  white  employables  were  working  f^oll  time 
and  16,3  per  cent  were  working  part  time,  or  a total  of  82,7  per  cent  witn  jobs. 

V/omen  comprised  25,9  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  26,9  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  18.6  par  cent  v/ero  unemployed  as  compared 
with  17.6  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  The  higher  percentage  of  unemployment 
noted  for  the  female  employables  can  be  attributed  to  the  large  number  of  female 
unemployed  who  had  never  had  jobs;  29.0  per  cent  of  the  989  unemployed  females  were 
of  this  class  compared  with  13,9  per  cent  of  the  2,685  unemployed  males. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  120  vvhite  collar  workers 
who  spent  three  weeks  visiting  14,303  households.  Tables  presented  herewith  show 
the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  nuTiber  of  persons  em- 
ployed full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed  previously 
employed  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified  by  sex  and 
nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and  age  distribu- 
tion of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemplojm.ent  will  appear  in 
later  bulletins.

Preli.iiinary  Results 


Of  10,007  employables  enumerated  during  April,  1934  in  Clinton  County, 


26.3  per  cent,  or  2,636,  were  unemployed  seeking  work;  59.4  per  cent,  or  5,942, 
were  employed  full  time;  and  14.3  per  cent,  or  1,429,  were  employed  part  time. 
These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  and  city  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unin- 
corporated communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  only  minor  population  changes  in  Clinton  County 
municipalities  since  1930.  Lock  Haven,  the  largest  municipality  and  only  city, 
Renovo,  and  Flemington  showed  population  decreases  of  0.7  per  cent,  0.4  per  cent, 
and  0.6  per  cent,  respectively,  while  Avis,  Mill  Hall,  and  South  Renovo  showed 
increases  of  5.6  per  cent,  3.7  per  cent,  and  2.0  per  cent  respectively. 


Percentages  of  unemployment  for  Lock  Haven  and  the  boroughs  of  Clinton 


County  varied  from  21.2  per  cent  for  Logantown  to  35.1  per  cent  for  Avis.  Lock 
Haven  and  Renovo  showed  percentages  of  22.2  per  cent  and  24.1  per  cent,  re- 
spectively, Percentages  for  all  the  boroughs  and  cities  of  Clinton  County  are:

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In  the  unincorporated  comnunities  which  were  enumerated,  31.9  per  cent 
of  the  employables  were  unemployed  seeking  work  as  compared  with  24.3  per  cent  in 
the  boroughs  and  cities. 

Clinton  County,  with  an  area  of  878  square  miles,  is  located  in  the 
central  part  of  the  State.  Ranges  of  thickly  forested  mountains  hinder  agricultural 
development,  only  twenty  per  cent  of  the  county’s  area  being  occupied  by  farms  in 
1930.  The  county  has  fine  timber  growth  and  abundant  mineral  resources,  including 
coal,  limestone,  clay  and  sand.  Industrial  activity  provides  employment  for  most 
of  the  employable  persons  residing  in  Clinton  County.  Araong  the  principal  com- 
modities produced  are  printing  paper,  silk  and  rayon  goods,  and  sole  leather. 

The  employable  population  is  overwhelmingly  native  white.  Of  the  10,007 
employables  enumerated,  96.2  per  cent  were  of  this  nativity,  3.6  per  cent 
were  foreign  born  and  0.2  per  cent  were  native  colored.  Of  the  352  foreign  born 
employables,  78.4  per  cent  were  employed,  68.8  per  cent  full  time  and  9.6  per  cent 
part  time.  The  9,528  native  w^hite  employables  were  73.5  per  cent  employed,  59.0 
per  cent  being  employed  full  time  and  14.5  per  cent  part  time. 

Women  comprised  22.2  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  26.7  per  cent  of 
the  unemployed.  Of  the  2,223  female  employables,  704,  or  31.7  per  cent,  were  un- 
employed as  compared  with  24.8  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  However,  43.0 
per  cent  of  the  unemployed  women  were  seeking  their  first  jobs  while  only  20.0  per 
cent  of  the  1,932  unemployed  men  were  similarly  classified. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  61  unemployed  white 
collar  workers  who  spent  three  weeks  visiting  6,674  households..  Tables  presented 
herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  pnrsons , the  niomber 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  number  unemployed 
previously  employed,  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed,  classified 
by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  industrial,  and 
age  distribution  of  workers,  median  wages,  and  the  duration  of  unemployment  will 
appear  in  later  bulletins.

Preliminary  Results 


Of  15,75S  employable  persons  enumerated  during  April,  1934,  in  Jefferson 
County,  29.5  per  cent,  or  4,644,  v^ere  unemployed  seeking  work;  53.6  per  cent,  or 
8,439,  were  employed  full  time;  and  16,9  j)er  cent,  or  2,669,  were  employed  part 
time.  These  figures  are  based  on  a survey  of  unemployment  conducted  by  the  Depart 
nent  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board,  The  survey 
covered  completely  every  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated 
communities  of  a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

The  survey  revealed  population  decreases  in  most  Jefferson  County 
boroughs  since  1930,  Reynoldsville , the  only  exception,  had  3,542  residents  in 
April, 1934,  compared  with  3,480  in  April,  1930,  an  increase  of  62,  or  1.8  per 
cent,  Punxsuta'.miey,  the  largest  borough,  showed  the  greatest  decrease,  falling 
from  9,266  residents  in  1930  to  8,670  in  1934,  a loss  of  596  persons,  or  6.4  per 
cent.  Brock’way,  Falls  Creek,  Simmiervillo , Brookvillo  and  Sykesville  revealed  de- 
creases since  1930  of  3,0  per  cent,  3,0  per  cent, 11,7  per  cent,  0.8  per  cent, 
and  4.6  per  cent,  raspecti vely , Big  Run  and  Corsica  showed  increases  which  v^ere 
not  comparable  with  the  1950  Census  because  the  survey  included  the  environs  with 
these  boroughs. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  in  the  boroughs  of  Jefferson  County  varied 
widely,  ranging  from  13.1  per  cent  in  Timblin  to  51,4  per  cent  in  btuTimerville . 

The  percentage  of  unemployment  in  Punxsutawney  was  27,4  per  cent.  Percentages  of 
unemployment  for  all  the  boroughs  in  Jefferson  County  are:

Jefferson  County,  with  an  area  of  666  square  niies,  is  located  in  the  ^/est- 
central  part  of  the  State.  Mineral  resources  are  found  in  abundance,  particularly 
bituminous  coal,  natural  gas  and  fire  clay.  The  extraction  and  processing  of  these 
resources  furnish  important  employment  opportunities.  The  slackening  of  these 
operations  has  been  felt  keenly  throughout  the  entire  county.  The  chief  products 
of  the  co’unty  are  silk  and  rayon  goods,  bituminous  coal  and  meat. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  15,732 
employables  enumerated,  92.0  per  cent  were  of  this  nativity,  7,9  per  cent  were 
foreign  born,  and  0.1  per  cent  \?ere  native  colored.  The  1,231  foreign  born  employ- 
ables were  77,8  per  cent  employed  compared  with  the  14,385  native  white  employables 
who  were  only  69.9  per  cent  employed. 

'Joraen  comprised  20.0  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  23.9  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.  Of  the  female  employables,  35.3  per  cent  were  anemployed  compared  with 
28.0  per  cent  of  the  male  em.ployables , However,  59,4  per  cent  of  the  1,109  unem- 
ployed women  were  seeking  their  first  jobs  while  only  23,0  per  cent  of  the  3,535 
unemployed  men  were  siiailarly  classified. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  93  unemployed  white 
collar  workers,  who  spent  more  than  two  weeks  visiting  10,608  households.  Tables 
presented  herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the 
number  of  persons  employed  full  tine,  the  number  employed  part  time,  the  nui^iber 
unemployed  previously  employed  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employed, 
classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  tho  occupational,  indus- 
trial and  age  distribution  of  veorkers,  median  wages  and  the  duration  of  unei.i- 
plojmient  will  anpear  in  later  bulletins.

The  survey  revealed  a small  decrease  in  the  total  population  of  the  com- 
bined boroughs  of  Columbia  County  since  the  1930  United  States  Census,  The  major- 
ity of  the  boroughs  reflected  this  decrease,  among  then  being  Berv7ick,  the  largest 
borough,  and  Centralia,  with  decreases  of  1,4  per  cent  and  2.0  per  cent,  respect- 
ively, The  highest  porccintage  of  decrease  was  noted  in  I.Iillvillo  vjhich  had  a pop- 
ulation of  6G6  in  1930,  and  only  504  in  1934,  a dccroasi.;  of  162  persons,  or  24.3 
per  Cunt,  Bloomsburg,  Catawissa  and  Orangeville  v^cre  the  only  tovms  which  snowed 
an  increase  in  population  over  the  1930  figures, 

Porcentages  of  unemployment  varied  v/idoly,  ranging  from  11.6  per  cent  in 
Benton  to  61.7  per  cent  in  Centralia.  In  Berwick  and  Bloomsburg,  the  two  largest 
boroughs  in  the  county,  percentages  of  50.8  per  cent  and  15,7  per  cent,  respective- 
ly, were  recorded.  Percentages  for  all  tho  boroughs  of  Columbia  County  are:

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In  the  unincorporated  coiruiunities  which  were  en’Kaerated , £7.7  per  cent, 
of  the  employables  were  unemployed  seeking  work,  as  compared  with  26,  per  cent 
in  the  boroughs, 

Columbia  Co\mty,  with  an  area  of  479  SQuar«  miles,  much  of  which  is 
mountainous,  is  located  in  the  central  part  of  the  State,  Agriculture  is  an 
important  occupation,  the  principal  farm  output  being  truck  produce,  potatoes, 
poultry,  and  dairy  products.  Some  anthracite  coal  is  minec,  but  manufacturing 
is  foremost  in  providing  emploimtent,  Asiong  the  chief  comrioditios  produced  are 
carpets  and  rugs,  silk  and  rayon  goods,  and  silk  yarn  and  thread. 

The  employable  population  is  predominantly  native  white.  Of  the  14,353 
employables  enumerated,  94. C per  cent  were  of  this  nativicy,  5.8  per  cent  were 
foreign  born,  and  0.2  per  cent  wore  native  colored.  The  foreign  born  employables 
were  concentrated  in  Berwick  and  Centralia.  Of  the  829  foreign  born  employables, 
only  59,1  per  cent  ivere  employed,  29.8  per  cent  working  full  time,  and  29.3  per 
cent  working  part  time.  This  compares  with  the  13,423  native,  v/hite  employables 
who  were  73,9  per  cent  employed,  53,3  per  cent  working  full  time,  and  20.6  per 
cent  working  part  time, 

V/omcn  comprised  22.7  por  cent  of  the  employables  -and  only  18.4  per  cent 
of  the  unemployed.  Only  21.3  per  cent  of  the  female  employables  were  unemployed 
compared  with  28,3  per  cent  of  the  male  employables.  Of  the  total  female  em- 
ployables, 57,0  per  cent  were  working  full  time  and  21.2  per  cent  part  time  as 
compared  with  50,4  per  cent  of  the  male  employables  working  full  time  and  21.3 
per  cent  part  time.  The  higher  percentage  of  employed  females  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  local  textile  mills  employ  mostly  women. 

This  report  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  38  unemployed  white 
collar  workers  who  spent  three  weeks  visiting  9,344  households.  Tables  presented 
herewith  show  the  urban  population,  the  number  of  employable  persons,  the  number 
of  persons  employed  full  time,  the  nuinber  employed  part  time,  the  number  unem- 
ployed previously  employed  and  the  number  unemployed  not  previously  employod, 
classified  by  sex  and  nativity.  Detailed  information  on  the  occupational,  in- 
dustrial, and  age  distribution  of  w'orkers,  median  vjages,  and  the  auration  of 
unemployment  vmll  appear  in  later  bulletins.

Prelininary  Results 


Of  30,933  employable  persons  enuinerated  during  ^icrilp  1934,  there  v/ere 
28.7  per  cent,  or  8,867  unemployed  seeking  work;  49.6  per  cent,  or  13,426,  wjre  em- 
ployed full  time;  and  21.5  per  cent,  or  6,642,  were  employed  nart  time.  These  fig- 


ures are  based  on  a survey  of  unemploymont  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Research 


and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.  The  survey  covered  completely 
every  city  and  borough  in  the  county  and,  in  addition,  unincorporated  comaunites  of 
a commercial  or  industrial  character. 

Tlie  survey  revealed  a decrease  in  the  total  population  of  the  combined 
municipalities  of  Lawrence  County,  excluding  the  Westminster  College  students,  from 
66,026  enumerated  in  the  1930  United  States  Census  to  63,981  in  1934,  a decrease  of 
2,045,  or  3.1  per  cent.  Mew  Castle,  the  only  city,  dropped  from  48,674  in  1930  to 
46,500  in  1934,  a decline  of  2,174,  or  4.5  per  cent.  Thus,  Mew  Castle  alone  lost 
more  residents  thaii  did  all  the  other  municipalities  in  Lawrence  County  combined. 
That  part  of  S.lwood  City  borough  lying  in  Lawrence  County  shovved  a 4.2  per  cent  in- 
crease in  population.  The  population  of  Bessemer  declined  from  2,001  in  1930  to 
1,681  in  1934,  a decrease  of  15.9  per  cent.  The  remaining  boroughs  indicated  b'lt 
slight  changes  since  1930. 

Percentages  of  unemployment  for  the  boroughs  and  cities  varied  from  13.5 
per  cent  in  Volant  to  41.3  per  cent  in  v/ampum.  The  percentages  of  unemployment  in 
New  Castle  andSLluood  City  v/ere  27,3  per  cent  and  22.7  per  cent,  respectively.  Over 
one  fifth  of  the  employables  in  New  Castle  had  only  part  time  employment.  Percent- 
ages of  unemployment  for  all  the  boroughs  and  cities  in  Lav/rence  County  are;

Lawrence  County,  with  an  area  of  350  square  railes,  is  ..oc'te'.  in  .he  x- 
treme  western  part  of  the  State,  the  Ohio  State  line  forming  tn  ; county’ c.  nm  j.  n 
border.  The  county’s  natural  resources  include  limestone,  bituanous  coal,  ar.d 
natural  gas.  ^riculture  is  carried  on  extensively  but  j.iost  of  trio  err  loyabl  j ; or- 
sons  residing  in  Laivrence  County  look  to  manufacturing  industries  for  emnloyLiont .

Only  70.3  per  cent  of  the  native  v/hite  employables 
were  employed  but  50.8  per  cent  were  working  full  time  and  only  19.5  per  cent  were 
working  part  time.  Of  the  790  native  colored  employables  enumerated,  46.7  per  cent 
were  reported  unemployed,  28.7  per  cent  were  ’/orking  part  time  and  only  24.6  per 
cent  had  full  time  jobs. 

Women  comprised  22.6  per  cent  of  the  employables  and  31.8  per  cent  of  the 
unemployed.
